“One or two of the teachers 
would call the girls ‘squaws,”

school, it is the Indian comba¬ 
tant who is expelled, she said. 

Mrs. Joseph said at a meet¬ 
ing of nearly 100 Indian stu¬ 
dents who form the Albemi 
Valley Student Council that 
many students said they 
would prefer v to attend a 
school with a majority of In¬ 
dian students. 

She said a return to a segre¬ 
gated school would give the 
students “a relaxed place to 
concentrate on what they 
want to learn rather than a 
place where they experience 
humiliation by students and 
teachers.” 

Some students object to the 
teaching of French, which 
they feel is useless, and want 
instruction in their native 
West Coast dialect, she said. 


Recently the attitude of 
school officials toward fights 
between Indians and non-In¬ 
dians has changed, she said. 
Three non-Indian boys were 
expelled from school after 
beating an Indian youth and 
chasing Mrs. Joseph’s son. 

In addition to her three 
school-age children. Mrs. Jo¬ 
seph has two daughters who 
dropped out of school. 

“I hate to say it, but it was 
outright discrimination on the 
part of one teacher that 
caused them to run away 
from school. They ran aw-ay 
three times and I couldn’t get 
them to go back.”

Nootka Islanders tell story 

Criminal won trust in 


NORTH BAY, Ont. (CP) — At least seven per¬ 
sons were killed, eight were in hospital and three were 
unaccounted for Wednesday in an explosion and fire 
at a downtown office building. 

Police said the toll did not include patients who 
might have been in the four medical offices in the 
building. 

Working frantically, police and passers-by clawed 
at the nibble and rescued six survivors in the short 
time between the explosion and the ensuing flames. 

Police said a gas-company crew was working at the 
rear of the building at the time of the blast but could 
not confirm that the accident was caused by gas. 

The blast in the two-storey building shattered 
windows in city hall across the street and could be 
heard three blocks away. Flames from the ensuing 
fire reached four storeys high, witnesses said. 

All buildings — including a 200-resident senior 
citizen home — within a block of the blast were 
evacuated. 

The downtown district was without electric power 
following the explosion. 

Six of the 13 injured were 
treated and released. Eight 
remained in satisfactory con¬ 
dition in hospital suffering 
from bums, cuts and frac¬ 
tures. 

The two-storey structure 
was reduced to a pile of con¬ 
crete blocks, witnesses said. 

Ernie Corbeil, an optical 
technician in the building, 
said he saw a natural gas 
company crew working on a 
gas line behind the building 
shortly before the explosion. 

He said he pointed out the 
work crew to optometrist Jim 
Cobean who said: “They 
shouldn’t be doing that.” The 
explosion followed. 

Cobean is one of the miss¬ 
ing. 

“They were drilling and 
there was a bang,” Corbeil 
said. 

An emergency call for blood 
for the injured was broadcast.

“This is quite a shock to me 
... he never missed a shift

A couple who became 
friends of Johanson’s as he 
found a new life during 2*4 
years of freedorp travelled to 
Victoria Provincial Court 
from Chemainus Wednesday 
to testify for him while de¬ 


fence lawyer David Lisbon 
read letters from eight other 
friends into the record. 

He also read a statement by 
Johanson about a life from 
which “I was tired of run* 
ning” but the sentence which 
Judge William Ostler was to 
have imposed on seven 
charges had to be delayed for 
legal reasons. 

Johanson, whose record 
dates back to 1953 and in¬ 
cludes 18 convictions, w'as 
serving four years for posses¬ 
sion of knowTi stolen property 
when he and two other men 


escaped April 8, 1972, from 
the William Head institution. 
He was due for release May 4, 
1974. 

The three men stole a hpat 
at Pedder Bay and abandoned 
it three days later at Port 
Coquitlam, where they broke 
into a cabin and stole clothing 
and other items. 

Later in 1972, Johanson 
stole eight rifles and ammuni¬ 
tion from a Campbell River 
store and a boat at New West¬ 
minster. A shooting incident 
with Vancouver police in May 


of that year put his name on 
Canada’s most w'anted list. 

It stayed there until Nov. 
19, 1974, when Johanson was 
arrested in a friend’s home at 
Shawnigan Lake. He was 
charged with possession of a 
weapon and marijuana when 
arrested and with escape, 
theft of the two boats, the 
cabin items and the rifles. 

Johanson pleaded guilty 
Dec. 18 and sentence w’as set 
for Wednesday but was de¬ 
layed for two reasons — the 
escaping charge was not.

Ehrlichman, Mitchell, Haldeman and 20 
other former White House or Nixon re-elec¬ 
tion committee aides have either pleaded 
guilty or been convicted of offences related 
to Watergate and other Nixon administration 
scandals. 

Influential men convicted, lives ruined, 
and yet the godfather sits safely behind his 
San Clemente walls. There is no doubt the 
system works — to a point. The fact some of 
the highest men in the land were charged 
and found guilty, offers some reassurance to 
the great unwashed that money and power 
could not buy a clean slate. 

But the double standard of American jus¬ 
tice still holds true. Nixon, undoubtedly the 
power behind it all, receives a presidential 
pardon while the sycophants go to jail. If, as 
has been suggested, Nixon suffered enough 
by being forced to vacate his country’s 
highest office, then should not the same yard¬ 
stick apply to the others? They too have suf¬ 
fered the public humiliation, the great finan¬ 
cial losses, but they .will also suffer the ig¬ 
nominy of jail.

Which once again merely spotlights the 
fact the present system of bargaining has to 
be somewhat removed from the ultimate in 
labor-management relations. 

I wonder when somebody in power will 
opt for the system of final offers instead of 
the present back and forth haggling? The 
final offer system is simplicity itself. First, 
there is an arbitration board of say, five per¬ 
sons — can be from labor, management, 
church, government or whatever. Then if a 
particular union can’t come to terms with a 
particular company, the final offer system 
goes into effect. Here’ how it works. 

Both sides must submit their best offer to 
the arbitration board. That board doesn’t 
take the two offers and then split the dif¬ 
ference — that board takes what it considers 
the fairest of the two offers and imposes that 
offer as the contract for the specified time 
period. It simply means that both sides, 
knowing the selection process, will do their 
utmost to present a fair offer. The union 
won’t be presenting a wild demand, nor will 
the company be offering a sub-standard deal. 
It obviously puts both sides in a position of 
meaningful bargaining and I’m told this 
system has been very successful in certain 
European countries, notably Sweden. Is it not 
worth a try in Canada? Anything would be 
better than the antagonist system we worry 
through here every year . . .

AND FINALLY, a rather disturbing sta¬ 
tistic at the end of 1974 — that certain glass 
firms figure no less than 75 per cent of all 
their business now comes as a direct result 
of vandalism. In other words, broken school 
. windows, shop windows, car windows and 
windshields. And you wonder why insurance 
rates go up. Blame goes to the parents of 
those children who have not been properly 
taught the. difference between right and 
wrong and to the softness of the courts in 
dealing with the perpetrators of vandalism.

First I had to get 
cortisone shots in my one 
shoulder. Now it’s in the 
other.

First of all, tendonitis has 
no direct relationship to ar¬ 
thritis.

Tendonitis is a fairly com¬ 
mon occurrence, especially in 
the shoulder or elbow or heel. 
In tendonitis (tennis elbow is 
an example of it) the joint has 
been injured or irritated in 
some way, and body calcium 
is called up, so to speak, to 
the area where it is deposited 
as part of the healing process. 

But the deposit causes no 
painful symptoms unless it 
gets too large and begins in¬ 
terfering with the bursa, the 


tiny fluid-filled sacs which lie 
at joints to take the friction 
out of'their movement. 

Granted, the pain can re¬ 
semble that of arthritis and, 
in fact, can be confused with 
it. but x-rays will reveal these 
calcium deposits, if they are 
there, whether there is pain 
or not. In fact, from Mrs. 
N.R.’s description, it is entire¬ 
ly possible that it is arthritis 
she’s dealing with, and not 
tendonitis. At any rate, there 
is no “traveling” involved in 
tendonitis. Although the pain 
tends to subside in time, 
sometimes it is necessary to 
flush the calcium deposits 
out. v 

Calcium deposits in A ten¬ 
don or bursa is not a ntatter 
of excess levels of body cajci- 
iim generally, but part of ftje 
healing process.

All three of the witnesses 
w-ho pleaded guilty to felon¬ 
ies: Dean and Magruder to 
one count each of obstructing 
justice and Kalmbach to vio¬ 
lating the Federal Corrupt 
Practices Act.

Their release leaves only 
one major Watergate figure

Charles Colson — still in pris¬ 
on. 

Awaiting sentence are a 
number of other Watergate 
figures, including four con¬ 
victed New Year’s Day — 
John Ehrlichtnan, H. R. Hal¬ 
deman, John Mitchell and 
Robert Mardian. 

Legal observers here ap¬ 
parently do not believe the 
early releases mean Sirica 
will treat others awaiting sen¬ 
tence leniently. 

”1 think Judge Sirica’s 
orders mean he has mercy as 
a penitent, contrite soul and I 
don’t think it means a thing 
for die big, bad ones in this 
case,” said an attorney who 
knows Sirica and is familiar 
with the case. 

The White House declined 
to comment on the early re¬ 
leases or on the question of 
whether Sirica’s action would 
affect Ford’s position on any 
pardons for other convicted 
Watergate figures. 

The White House position 
consistently has been that any 
requests for presidential par¬ 
dons by any Watergate fig¬ 
ures would have to go through 
the normal justice depart¬ 
ment procedure. Pardons are 
are normally requested 
through the department’s par¬ 
don attorney. 

Under department regula¬ 
tions, the requests are not 
considered until three years 
after the petitioners have 
served their sentences.

er of Glen Stewart, as Johan- 
son was known on Nootka. 
The logging contractor want¬ 
ed to come to court but was 
weathered in, Lisson said. 

Johanson’s life story said 
his fisherman-father died 
when he was six. His mother 
remarried and stepson and 
stepfather didn’t get along. 
Johanson ran away from 
home when he was 14 and was 
first arrested at 16. 

He was only 17 when he was 
first sentenced to federal pris¬ 
on but after that term, he 
stayed out of trouble for five 
years, getting married, be¬ 
coming the father of three 
children and buying a fish- 
boat, a home and some land 
at Bella Coola. 

Then one day, his car went 
dead and he took a battery 
from a grader left unattend¬ 
ed. He was arrested for theft 
before he could return it next 
day and had been in jail most 
of the time since. 

Johanson said he escaped 
because his wife obtained a 
divorce, “my little brother 
Paul” committed suicide and 
• he was denied parole. On 
Nootka Island, he became a 
faller — a job he had always 
wanted planned to marry 
and ‘‘made friends . . . they 
are a far cry from the people- 
I used to know.” 

But, he said, he couldn’t 
plan a future because he 
knew “it would only be a mat¬ 
ter of time before I was 
arrested.” The day before it 
happened, friends told him po¬ 
lice were looking for him and 
would go to Shawniigan I^ike. 

“I was tired of running and 
hiding,” said Johanson. “In¬ 
stead of running, I elected to 
stay and the police arrived art 
hour later. ^ 


and they tell us that’s not the 
case,” Levi said. 

But Levi is not satisfied 
with that. The two depart¬ 
ments now are exchanging 
and comparing information, 
and Levi said he should soon 
have figures on how many 
people are on welfare because 
of UIC delays, and how much 
it is costing the province.

‘‘Specific reasons are 
always given,” she said. She 
apologized for not being able 
to answer Muller’s charges 
more specifically, “but that’s 
impossible without some doc¬ 
umentation.

Waves of jets 
hit Cong posts 


SAIGON (AP) - South 
Vietnam sent waves of U.S.- 
supplied fighter-bomber jets 
against Vieg Cortg head¬ 
quarters and Communist posi¬ 
tions north of Saigon on 
Wednesday and the Viet Cong 
claimed heavy civilian casual¬ 
ties. 

In Cambodia, field reports 
laid government forces recap¬ 
tured a strategic hill outside 
Phnom Penh and the Cam¬ 
bodian command said 16 
Buddhist nuns were found in a 
nearby pagoda raped and 
murdered by Khmer Rouge 
troops. 

The South Vietnamese 
planes hit the Viet Cong head¬ 
quarters compound at Law 
N inh and the newly-captured 
probincial capital of Phuoc 
Rinh city, the Saigon com¬ 
mand reported. A spokesman 
said the strikes set off explo¬ 
sions that sent smoke curling 
more than 3,000 feet into the 
air. 

Lt.-Col. Do Viet, deputy 
chief spokesman for the com¬ 
mand, said the raids began 
Tuesday night within hours of 
the fall of Phuoc Binh city, 75 
miles north of Saigon. Loc 
Ninh is 30 miles west of 
Phuoc Binh city. 

Viet described the strikes as 
a “defensive action,” claim¬ 
ing the North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong used Loc Ninh and 
other bases in the region as 
staging areas for attacks on 
Phuoc Binh city. 

In Washington, a U.S. state 
department spokesman said 
the Ford administration has 
“under intense consideration’’ 
the question of supplemental 
assistance in response to a 
South Vietnamese call for 
help.

U.K. vessel

VANCOUVER ( CP) The

Parliament ended the strike 
on Sept. 1, 1973, and Hall was 
appointed to arbitrate the dis¬ 
pute involving about 100,000 
workers. * 

The first arbitration report, 
released in January last year, 
tackled pay and other ques¬ 
tions. 

Still to come is a calculation 
of the value to the unions and 
the cost to the companies of a 
pension plan negotiated be¬ 
tween the parties in 1973 and 
agreement for 1975 that was 
signed last month. 

Dr. Noel Hall, a B.C. indus¬ 
trial relations specialist, is 
still working on that inquiry.

Efforts hushed 
on short week 


OTTAWA iCP) - Efforts 
by a federal public service 
union to win a four-day work 
week for at least some em¬ 
ployees in the industry, trade 
and commerce department 
were kept quiet because of 
what, private businessmen 
might think of the move, a 
government official has said. 

G. V. Tunoch, personnel 
director for the department, 
told a grievance hearing 
Tuesday that government of¬ 
ficials felt that if news of a 
test with the shorter week ap¬ 
peared in newspapers, there 
would he an adverse reaction 
from the private business sec¬ 
tor. 

The grievance from thp 
Professional Institute of the 
Public Service was brought to 
the federal public service 
staff relations board because 
the union says the department 
refused consultations on the 
shorter work week. 

A working agreement, 
which is in effect until Sep¬ 
tember 1975, provides for con¬ 
sultation on “varied hours of 
work” for 1,000 government 
commerce officers, 700 of 
whom work for the trade de¬ 
partment.

A MONG OTHER THINGS, a lot of other things, 
** on which the provincial and federal govern¬ 
ments don’t see eye-to-eye, is the state of pre¬ 
paredness to deal with what both agree is inevita¬ 
ble—oil spills off the B.C. coast when Alaska super¬ 
tankers get rolling. 

B.C. feels that Ottawa’s plans are woefully 
lacking, that there is, in the words of Premier Bar¬ 
rett, “no specific strategy” on how manpower and 
equipment will be deployed when the fateful day 
comes. 

But the federal government maintains that it 
Is ready to cope, and Prime Minister Trudeau has 
supplied listings of equipment already stockpiled in 
Victoria, Vancouver and Prince Rupert. He has 
given assurance that an “interim contingency 
plan” already on the books is being broadened by 
the ministry of transport. 

That doesn’t answer the lack-of-strategy com¬ 
plaint. Nor does a further statement from the 
ministry in which it is claimed that procedures that 
have been laid down have been made as efficient a* 
they could be. 

What this says is that procedures have been 
made as efficient as possible without the experi¬ 
ence of an oil accident of the magnitude that is 
feared. 


Other countries have, though. And by moving 
quickly, Canada might get some valuable pointers 
from the two supertanker disasters of the past 
week in Japan’s Inland Sea and at Singapore. 
Clean-up operations are still under way, and Pre¬ 
mier Barrett would do well to urge the federal gov¬ 
ernment to send teams of observers to the two loca¬ 
tions without delay. 

He might suggest; too, that the cost of borrow¬ 
ing from the experiences of the big spills in the 
Orient could be taken from no better source than 
the $20 million that has been set aside for an envi¬ 
ronmental study of the Strait of Georgia which is 
supposed to start in the spring and be spread over 
the next six years. The benefits could be much 
greater. 

There is the Chilean experience of last August, 
too, which would appear to be well worth studying 
in detail. The spill of 52,000 tons of crude oil in the 
Straits of Magellan by the Royal Dutch Shell oil 
tanker, Metula, is the subject of an ecological re¬ 
port being compiled by marine biologists, and the 
salvage efforts are said to have been outstanding. 

It is too late for on-the-spot viewing, but much 
could be learned from the ecological report by 
relating it to the similar rugged coastline of B.C. 
with first-hand information collected at the two 
current clean-up operations. 


More pressure for Vancouver 


T HE LIQUOR ADMINISTRATION branch of the 
provincial government is destined to be moved 
from Victoria to Vancouver—not all at once, but still 
fairly quickly. It is reported that first the account¬ 
ing and financial offices and then- the licensing 
department will be transferred across the strait, 
the whole branch being established in Vancouver, 
close to the central warehousing, by a year from 
now. 

Perhaps this makes economic sense and per¬ 
haps it doesn’t. Communication between Victoria 
and Vancouver surely cannot be so poor as to be a 
compelling reason. But even if there can be sav¬ 
ings or additional convenience of some sort, legiti¬ 
mate objections have been heard in Victoria. This, 
after all, is the capital and the centre of govern¬ 
ment; Vancouver can be content to be the commer- 
ciarsmd industrial head city. Then there is the mai¬ 
ler of the employees who must be uprooted—and 
among Victorians, Vancouver is not everyone’s cup 
of tea, apart from the fact that the move for some 
members of the branch will mean giving up homes 
they love and long-established personal relationships. 

But there is another objection, too. This one 
wmes, implicitly, not from Victoria but from Van¬ 
couver. Vancouver is growing too fast. It can do 
without more people arriving from anywhere. 

Let The Vancouver Sun say it, commenting 


recently on remarks by Immigration Minister Rob¬ 
ert Andras that too many Immigrants end up in 
Canada's three largest cities: 

“Yes Mr. Andras, it is about time we asked 
whether we should continue to pile more and more 
people into a few centres. And we ought not only to 
be asking, we ought to be actihg. The people of 
Greater Vancouver are certainly ready for it... 

“.... Let’s face it, we—and we suspect the 
majority of Vancouverites — are running short of 
patience. As the minister and his bureaucrats pon¬ 
derously build up their new immigration brief, 
Ix>wer Mainland growth pressures become more 
acute with each passing month. 

“The search for land to devpte to new housing 
and industry Intensifies. Harried planners fall far¬ 
ther and farther behind in the provision of the ser¬ 
vices required to meet basic health, schooling and 
recreation needs. 

“It isn’t clear what number of newcomers 
could be absorbed satisfactorily into the Lower 
Mainland annually, but it is quite dear that the 
current inflow is too high .. 

The Lower Mainland’s acute problem is the 
province’s problem too. Transferring offices from 
Victoria to Vancouver is not exactly the way to 
relieve it.

You've really got to hand it 
to Prime Minister Trudeau. 

The grand prize, the bright 
hi ye ribbon, end the Royal 
(’anadian salute for exquisite 
timing, and for, well, you 
name it.

The 63 per cent was laid on 
the astonished taxpayers 
shortly after the second ar¬ 
mored Cadillac Fleetwood 
was added, at a matching 
584,000, as a second car to the 
prime ministerial perks. 

The first one cost 574,000, so 
the pair of “tanks,” as the 
prime minister calls them, in¬ 
volve a total outlay from the 
public treasury of 5158,000. 

Then came the gift of the 
swimming pool. 

Already there was the near 
51 million cost of running the 
prime minister’s office, the 
proliferation of highly-paid 
staff, known around Parlia¬ 
ment Hill as the “Palace 
Guard,” the refurnishing of 
the executive suites in a luxu¬ 
rious expensive style, the re¬

A ghastly pamphlet called 
Anatomy of Terror has been 
tent to MPs, academics, edi¬ 
tors, business leaders and li¬ 
braries. 

It Is being distributed by 
a group called Friends of 
Rhodesia, and documents vari¬ 
ous atrocities committed dur¬ 
ing an 18-month period by the 
so-called Freedom Fighters of 
Rhodesia. It contains some 
of the most grisly atrocity 
photographs imaginable. 

There is no way for an out¬ 
sider to know who committed 1 
the atrocities — pulling of a 
woman’s upper lip with pliers, 
beating people to death with 
sticks, outright murder by 
gun, bayonet and club. But 
ihey fit the conventional mode 
of political terrorism in the 
name of “freedom’’ and liber¬ 
ation. The document is 
enough to give pause to those 
who disagree with White Af¬ 
rica’s policies and believe in 
justice, independence, equali¬ 
ty for Blacks. The main vic¬ 
tims of “freedom fighters’’ 
are not white governments, 
but ordinary people, innocent- 
of everything except being 
caught in the middle. 


Ln Kenya, over 20 years 

ago, when the Mau Mau 
under Kenyatta was seeking 
to throw off British rule, ter¬ 
ror was the weapon. It 
worked. But in the process, 
thousands of innocent people 
died. The Mau Mau myrdered 
32 white settlers — yet some 
14,000 Blacks died. 

One of the few cases where 
terrorism did not work was 
the German occupation of Yu¬ 
goslavia. When the Germans 
instigated a policy of execut¬ 
ing whole villages when Ger¬ 
man soldiers were killed by 
partisans, it had no effect, 
Yugoslavs defied the order 
and killed even more Ger¬ 
mans who, being a logical 
people, abandoned their repri¬ 
sals when they didn’t work. 
Only a strong, hard people 
could respond the way the 
Yugoslavs did.

Manitoba’s new yellow and 
burgundy automobile licence 
plates designed for use in 1976 
represent a practical and at¬ 
tractive approach to .motor 
vehicle licensing in this prov¬ 
ince, and are a welcome relief 
to the sometimes embarras¬ 
sing plates now used by the 
province. 

The reference to 100,000 
lakes, which was a blatant lie, 
is gone, and the rather futile 
attempt to incorporate the 
likeliness of the provincial 
buffalo, at the expense of 
readability, has been dropped. 

Yellow was the traditional 
color for Manitoba automobile 
licence plates for many years, 
and was part of a pattern 
adopted by many provinces in 


retaining distinctive color¬ 
ation which did not change, 
and which was helpful to 
authorities in other provinces 
in making a ready identifica¬ 
tion by color alone of the pro¬ 
vincial registration of any ve¬ 
hicle. 

Manitoba wdll be switching 
to a three-letter, three- 
numeral system, one which 
can be expanded almost with¬ 
out limit, as has been demon¬ 
strated in California. By mak¬ 
ing all the letters and 
numbers the same size, li¬ 
cence plates will be able to 
perform one of their prime 
functions, that of ready iden¬ 
tification of a vehicle.

H i s business partner, 
Walter J. Dilbeck, says 
Agnew has enough connec¬ 
tions for the two to make a 
fortune. "He has opened up 
more doors than I need,” he 
says. “There is no doubt our 
joint venture will make mil¬ 
lions. We’ve already made a 
helluva lot of money." 

The rebirth of Agnew and 
the facts behind it are impor¬ 
tant for an understanding of 
the U.S. capitalistic system 
and how it offers opportuni¬ 
ties even to a man who has 
discredited himself in the na¬ 
tion’s second highest elective 
office.

The British Columbia Rent 
Review Commission has begun 
discussions with some land¬ 
lords in the province about 
exemptions from the 10.6 per 
cent ceiling en rent increases. 

Acting commission chair¬ 
man John Brewin said Tues¬ 
day landlords can be exempt¬ 
ed from the ceiling under a 
section of the Landlord and 
Tenant Act if they sign a con¬ 
tract with the commission “to 
regulate rents payable by ten¬ 
ants during a period of not 
less than five years.” 

Brewin said the discussion 
procedures had just been set 
up and it will probably be at 
least a month before the com¬ 


mission signs any agreements 
with landlords. 

He said there will be no 
wholesale rent exemptions for 
landlords who apply under the 
section. 

The acting commissioner 
said the section can be used 
to alleviate hardships for 
landlords, particularly in 
cases where rents were not 
raised for several years before 
the rent ceilings went into ef¬ 
fect In 1974. 

Brewin said the five-year 
provision could be used to 
bring rents to a reasonable 


rate, pro\ ided landlords 
agreed to keep increases mod¬ 
erate for the next five years. 

He said the terms of each 
contract will probably be ne¬ 
gotiated individually and that 
landlords might have to limit 
increases to an economic 
standard such as the con¬ 
sumer price index. 

A number of landlords have 
expressed interest in negotiat¬ 
ing the five-year contract, 
Erewin said. He added the 
general attitude of landlords 
towards the 10.6 ceiling for 
1975 is one of resignation. 


Candle 
blamed 
for fire 


A teenager who left his can¬ 
dles burning when he went to 
sleep in his attic bedroom at 
2692 Sooke Road had to run 
for his life early Wednesday 
after the candles started a da¬ 
maging fire. 

Langford firemen said dam¬ 
age to the old, two-storey 
home occupied by Don 
Steffler, 17, and his older 
brother was about $1,500. 

Firemen said one or both of 
the candles ignited combusti¬ 
ble materials and the younger 
brother awoke to find his 
small bedroom in flames. He 
shouted as he ran down a lad¬ 
der-like flight of stairs, alert¬ 
ing his brother. 

Both escaped injury. The 
younger brother was taken to 
Victoria General Hospital for 
a checkup and then released. 
All bedding, clothing and 
other items in the attic room 
were lost. 

Damage was more severe 
at an estimated $14,000 but no 
injuries were threatened in 
another fire early Wednesday 
at the Centre Shipyards, 130 
Kingston, Victoria. 

A fire of unknown origin de¬ 
stroyed a 24-foot pleasure 
craft owned by shipyards as¬ 
sistant manager Joe Labine. 
The vessel burned to the wa¬ 
terline before sinking in 10 
feet of water beneath its 
moorage. 

Firemen arrived just before 
the boat went down as flames 
spread to a boat shed, which 
they saved. They believe the 
rause may have been an ex¬ 
tension cord from the building 
to the craft where an electric 
light was on all night.

PORT NELSON lCP> 

The mayor of this community 
of 4,000 people says the fe¬ 
deral-provincial resource tax¬ 
ation fight is crippling the 
natural gas-based economy of 
the region. 

Mayor Andrew Schuck said 
Wednesday he has sent tele¬ 
grams to Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau, finance minister John 
Turner, energy minister Don¬ 
ald Macdonald and Premier 
Barrett requesting an imme¬ 
diate meeting. 

Schuck said the federal bud¬ 
get has forced cancellation of 
gas exploration projects in the 
area and this has undermined 
the Fort Nelson economx. 
The village is situated about 
SO miles south of the B.C.- 
North West Territories 
border. 

The mayor said the federal 
government and the gas ex¬ 
ploration companies are using 
small communities such as 
Fort Nelson as pawns in the 
struggle over resource reve¬ 
nue. 

He said the federal govern¬ 
ment deliberately introduced 
new tax policies just before 
the exploration season in an 
effort to force the provincial 
government to come to terms 


because of the economic hard¬ 
ships in places like Fori Nel¬ 
son. 

“Last year at this time 
ihere were 17 rigs in the j 
field,” said the mayor. "This 
year there are eight. This is 
reflected in general economic j 
activity here. 

“It hits the contractors who 
prepare the drilling sites, 
local truckers and transport 
of materia) to Jhe sites, the 
suppliers of maintenance and 
drilling equipment, welders 
and so on ” 

The mayor said equipment 
sales are down HO per cent, 
and business at hotets has 
been cut in half. 

The drilling season in the 
muskeg, or frozen ground, in 
the area, usually extends 
from December to March. 

”We have lost December 
and if sve don't get something 
going within about 10 days, j 
the companies just won’t 
bother for the rest of the sea- j 
son,” the mayor said.

Leading tenor 
from Met 
dies on tour 


KALAMAZOO, Mich. IUPI) 
_ Richard Tucker, one of the 
leading tenors in American 
operatic history, died Wednes¬ 
day after suffering a lie art at¬ 
tack in his motel room. He 
was 60. 

Robert Merrill, a fellow 
Metropolitan Opera star who 
was to appear with Tucker in 
a recital Wednesday night 
sponsored by Western Michi¬ 
gan University, said he was 
sleeping in the room next to 
Tucker's at the motel when 
he was awakened by 
"sounds” from Tucker's room 
at approximately 3:15 p.m. 

McrriU said he ran into the 
other room, saw Tucker was 
ill, and telephoned for help. 

Tucker w as taken by ambu¬ 
lance to Bronson Hospital, 
about eight miles away, 
where he died at 4:22 p.m.

Four years after he broke 
in with the Met, the late con¬ 
ductor Toscanini chose him to

Despite the heavy work 
sc hedulp, the singer en joyed a 
round of golf, a fioker game 
or trading in stocks and bonds 
and real estate. 

Among the foreign ttieatir* 
at which lie appeared as a 
guest star Were La Scala, 
Milan; Covent Carden. I/in- 
don, Tearo Colon. Buenos 
Aires; Vienna Staalsoper; 
T«atro Liceo Barcelona; 
Rome Opera; and Teatro Co- 
munale. Florence. He had 
been scheduled to make three 
appearances in Barc elona this 
year. 


“Tucker had a golden 
voice,” said Francis Robin¬ 
son. the Met’* assistant man¬ 
ager, commenting on news of 
the tenor’s death. 

All of Tucker’s operatic 
training and coaching took 
place in the United States, 
and it wasn’t until 1969 that 
he appeared for the first time 
in the two major opera houses 
of ttaly. In view of his con¬ 
tribution to music, he re¬ 
ceived the Order of Merit of 
the Italian Republic — the 
country’s highest civilian 
honor. 

Tucker, the son of poor 
Jewish immigrants from Rus¬ 
sia, never finished high 
school. But two Catholic uni¬ 
versities, St. John’s and Notre 
Dame, conferred honorary 
doctorates upon thr singer, 
horn Reuben Ticker. 

Tucker subsidized his voc al 
studies by working as a run¬ 
ner for a Wall Street broker¬ 
age firm and singing at wed¬ 
dings. 

He became a cantor and 
while holding that position at 
one Brooklyn centre he was 
persuaded to turn his talents 
to opera. 

Throughout his career. 
Tucker starred in six opening 
night performances at the 
Met and was chosen to open 
Uncoln Centre for the per¬ 
forming arts with Leonard 
Bernstein and the New York 
Philharmonic. 


Of all the leading tenor 
roles he sang in his career. 
Tucker’s favorite was that of 
Des Grieux in “Manon Les- 
caut." He appeared most as 
Don Jose in "Carmen.” 

Tucker’s voice was consid¬ 
ered to be in top form and the 
singer, who was a standout 
athlete in high school, was 
slated to be in 16 New' Yoi*k 
aopearnces as part of his 30th 
anniversary with the Met. He 
was also to perform as Elea- 
zar in “La Juive" in Barce¬ 
lona and as Don Jose in the 
c elebration of the 100th anni¬ 
versary of “Carmen.” 

Besides those concerts. 
Tucker was to appear with 
Merrill in 11 joint recitals.

About the same time a six- 
man delegation of Indians 
was meeting with Opposition 
Leader William Bennett to 
discuss possible negotiations 
over land claims. 

Macdonald made his state¬ 
ment when asked if the pro¬ 
vincial government was hold¬ 
ing secret talks with the In¬ 
dians in an attempt to find a 
solution to land-claim prob¬ 
lems. 

"No,” said Macdonald. "We 
believe the matter of land 
claims is a federal matter. 
We are not engaged in any 
secret talks on land claims.” 

The Indian delegation to the 
Socred leader w'as headed by 
Chief Adam Eneas of Pentic¬ 
ton and represented 23 bands 
in B.C. 

After the meeting, Eneas 
said: "We agreed that we 
would take back to the bands 
a proposal for .joint negotia¬ 
tion. Meanwhile, Mr. Bennett

Meanwhile, Macdonald was 
saying he felt the province 
was "doing a pretty good iob. 
But it is an enormous task.” 

"We are spending about S22 
million a year for . . . Indians 
to extend services to them, to 
help them as people. 

"We are going full bore to 
help the Indian population be¬ 
cause they have special prob¬ 
lems. But not in land claims. 
That is a federal matter.” 

That is why services have 
to be the No. 1 priority for his 
government, he added. 

He named court worker pro- 
grams, attempts to control al¬ 
coholism and upgrading of ed¬ 
ucation facilities as "more 
important” concerns. 

"We have the problems of 
aleoholisrtt, lack of incentive, 
poor education, poor housing 
poor health services," he 
said. "These are the real 
problems of the native people, 
more important really than 
the land claims.” 

But he said the government 
would continue to assist Tn- 
‘rnans when land rights dis¬ 
putes arose.

centre, said later that he was 
not impressed with Mac¬ 
donald's statement. 

"We haven’t made any 
headway with the provincial 
government," he said, "in 
getting them involved in our 
land claims.”

"They talk about us going 
through the courts but this 
would be a losing battle be¬ 
cause of the way they covered 
their tracks."

As far as assistance from 
the provincial government 
goes, according to Paul, it is 
only keeping Indians in a wel- 
tare-oriented program which 
they want to get out of. 

"We’ve seen a century of 
welfare-oriented programs 
which usurp initiative and 
provide no long-term growth 
for the Indians.”

U.K. crew exhausted 

Hijacking ploy 
flayed by pilots 


LONDON (UPI) — British 
l>ilots Wednesday criticized 
the drawn-out negotiations 
and fake flight to France used 
to thwart the country’s first 
internal'hijack as a dangerous 
ploy that brought air crew 
members near the breaking 
point. 

The nine-hour drama ended 
Tuesday night with the cap¬ 
ture at Stansted Airport, 34 
miles northeast of London, of 
the hi jacker who took over a 
BAC-111 jet with its five crew 
members, extorted $235,000 
and demanded a flight to 
France. 

Scotland Yard said the 
man, described as an unem¬ 
ployed, 27-year-oldf Iranian, 
was being held in a West Lon¬ 
don jail 

“The police tried to wear 
down the hijacker by stalling 
for time with endless negotia¬ 
tions,” said Gordon Hurley, a 
spokesman for the British Air¬ 
line Pilots’ Association. 

"Such a plan may work 
with politically motivated ter¬ 
rorists,” he said. "In this 
case, however, we had a man¬ 
iac on our hands. The longer 
the talking went on, the more 
nervous and dangerous he be¬ 
came. 


"His frenzied mental state 
took the crew almost to 
breaking point themselves,” 
he said. 

At one point in the eight 
hours of tense negotiations be¬ 
fore the plane took off from 
Heathrow, the strain became 
apparent in conversations be¬ 
tween the tower and the pilot, 
Capt. Harry Lea. 

"I will have no more mess¬ 
ing, and nor will the hi¬ 
jacker,” Lea shouted over the 
radio. 

As police continued delay¬ 
ing tactics, Lea again shout¬ 
ed, “I think this is a lot of 
nonsense. It makes my blood 
boil.” 

The hijacker took over the 
plane just before it landed at 
Heathrow' on a flight from 
Manchester with 46 passen¬ 
gers aboard. He was believed 
to be armed with a pistol and 
a grenade.

Charley O. difficult man—Hunter 


NFJW YORK (API Pitch¬ 
er Jim Hunter said Wednes¬ 
day that he learned in 1969 
that hr could never trust 
owner Charles F'inley of Oak¬ 
land A’s. 

Hunter, who became a free 
agent Dec. 13 because an ar¬ 
bitration panel found that F’in- 
ley breached the star right- 
hander’s contract, discovered 
five years earlier that Finley 
was a difficult man to deal 
with on money matters. 

"Back in 1969, I borrowed 
$150,000 from Mr. F'inley to 
buy a farm and he put it in a 
bank in my name,’’ Hunter 
said at a news conference. "I 
t*ought a 485-acre farm, bu 4 
before I could enjoy it he was 
on my hack to repay the 
money. 


"He nearly worried my fa¬ 
ther to death, calling all the 
time about how much he 
needed the money. It was at a 
time' when Mr. F'inley was 
investing his money in other 
sports. 

"He told me he needed the 
money to buy a hockey 
team." 

Finley eventually purchased 
Oakland Seals, now California 
Seals, in the National Hockey 
League and the Memphis 
franchise in the American 
Basketball Association. 

Hunter, now with New York 
Yankees in baseball’s Ameri¬ 
can League, said he had a 
bad pitching stretch in 
August. 1969. because of P'in- 
ley’s pressure, hut he was 


more mneerned about his fa¬ 
ther's health. 

Abt)ott Hunter, who with his 
wife LiJlie will he celebrating 
their 50th wedding anniversa¬ 
ry Feb. 15, wanted his son 
Jim to return home to Hert¬ 
ford, N.C., to straighten 
everything out. 

"But Mr. Finley, who was 
causing me all this trouble, 
wouldn’t let me go home and 
comfort my dad," the pitcher 
said. 

Hunter said Re had to sell 
four-fifths of the farm tj 
repay the loan. 

"1 paid him that damn loan 
six months after I gol it.” 
Hunter said, “and had to pay 
$ 6,000 In Interest lo boot. 


"That’s when I made up my 
mind that I couldn't trust 
him. P'rom then on, I made 
sure I got everything he sa ! d 
down on paper. 

That pledge reaped divi¬ 
dends New Year's PNe when 
Hunter signed an estimated 
$3-million-plus contract with 
the Yankees, all because F'in¬ 
ley didn’t abide by the written 
sections that Hunter and his 
lawyer had inserted into the 
standard players’ contract. 

That clause called for Hunt¬ 
er to receive $50,000 in de¬ 
ferred payment any way he 
wanted it. Hunter said he 
wanted ihe money deposited 
in an annuity* with a North 
Carolina insurance company. 
F'inley balked, saying pay¬ 


ment in that manner could 
not be written off as a busi¬ 
ness expense. 

Baseball rules stipulate that 
a player, who thinks his con¬ 
tract has been bleached, must 
advise the owner of such a 
violation. Hunter and his law¬ 
yer, J. Carlton Cherry, wrote 
several letters to Finley dur¬ 
ing the summer. In testimony 
at F'inley’s unsuccessful ap¬ 
peals bid last Friday in Cali¬ 
fornia, it was disclosed that 
Finley threw those letters 
away. 

The arbitration panel ruled 
that F'inley must pay the 1974 
American League Cy Young 
award winner the $50,000 in 
salary, plus six-per-cent inter¬ 
est.

You 
could be dead tired when you 
come home from work and if 
someone says ‘Let’s go to a 
movie or the ballet.’ you find 
yourself suddenly refreshed 
and ready to go.” 

He finds comfort in the fact 
that figure skaters are an in¬ 
ternational family. 

"I can go to any country in 
the world and I’m warmly re¬ 
ceived. 

‘•'The amateur world 
wouldn’t heed' me as a pro. 
I'm my own boss. 

"People don’t know how- 
good life i* as an amateur 
until they become a profes¬ 
sional." 

Did that mean. then, that he 
thought Karen Magnussen 
wasn’t happy?

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MONTREAL lCP) - The 
outlpok for a successful stag¬ 
ing of the 1976 Summer Olym¬ 
pics remained muddled today 
amici speculation the organiz¬ 
ing committee may be forced 
to seek an alternate site for 
its main stadium. 

Work on the $380 million, 
70,000-seat main stadium 
area, which includes the swim 
hall and velodrome, has been 
halted since Nov. 27 by a 
strike of ironworkers. They 
install steel reinforcing rods 
in concrete and no structural 
work can be done until they 
return to work. 

Ix>rd Killanin of Dublin, 
presideht of the international 
Olympic Committee, said in a 
telephone interview from his 
home Wednesday night that 
strikes have delayed construc¬ 
tion of the stadium, cutting 
completion schedules "very 
close.” 

"There is anxiety” within 
the IOC that tlie centrepiece 
of the Games will not be 
ready for the July 17 opening 
next year, he said. 

Simon St. Pierre, executive 
vice-president of the organiz¬ 
ing committee, said Wednes¬ 
day that "time is extremely 
critical.” 

But St. Pierre said the j 
worst thing the organizing 
committee could do now is to 
make statements that could 
jeopardize the status of dis¬ 
cussions between the Quebec 
government and labor. 

"It is not the organizing 
committee solving ihe prob¬ 
lems with the unions,” he 
said. 

St. Pierre said a national 
assembly committee, set up 
by the Quebec government 
will meet next w'eek in an ef¬ 
fort to find a solution. "We 
hope the situation will be 
solved and we hope the facili¬ 
ties will be ready on time,” he 
said. 

The vice-president said he 
could not “confirm or deny” 
ihe committee is studying a ] 
contingency plan in case the 
main stadium is not complet¬ 
ed on time. 

But SI. Pierre did admit 
that "time is getting shorter 
and shorter,” and "we will 
find alternatives if we have 
to.” 

Earlier published reports 
had indicated the committee 
had already considered the 
33.000-seat Autostade-home of 
Montreal Alouettes of the Ca¬ 
nadian Football League — as 
a possible alternate site for 
the main stadium by raising 
the seating capacity to 55,000 
seats. 

But St. Pierre said he wai 
not allowed to say what form 
alternate sites would take. 

Earlier, Quebec Labor Min¬ 
ister Jean Coumoyer said the 
Games could be "seriously 
compromised to the point 
where they could well be can¬ 
celled" unless striking iron 
workers return to work by the 
’It. is likely that if we get 
middle of next week, 
any further behind schedule, 
the stadium as we ( see it 
planned today, would be great¬ 
ly modified to meet the mini¬ 
mum Games’ requirements,” 
Cournoyer said. 

Mayor Jean Prapeau of 


Montreal admitted the situa¬ 
tion has become "critical.” 
But Drapeau, the prime 
mbver behind this city’s bid 
for the Games, added: 

"1 cannot see how the 
Games can be cancelled. 
They will be held in Montreal 
or nowhere." 

The city is responsible for 
construction of the main sta¬ 
dium area, while the organiz¬ 
ing committee took over re¬ 
sponsibility for other venues 
late last year. 

According to senior IOC Of¬ 
ficials, if Ihe Games are can¬ 
celled here, they would not be 
held at all. 

St. Pierre said Killanin and 
the IOC have been kept in¬ 
formed of the problems and 
did not rule out the possibility 
of an early visit by the IOC 
president. 

Killanin said he is aware 
the organizing committee is 
studying the problem. 

"We expect them and the 
Canadian people to fulfil what 
they said they w'oulu do," Kil¬ 
lanin said. 

When Drapeau first macre 
his bid for the 1976 Games, 
Prifne Minister Pierre Tru¬ 
deau said in a May 21, 1969 
letter to Avery Brundage, 
then president of thg IOC: 


"The government of Canada 
warmly supports the applica¬ 
tion of the City of Montreal 
for the honor of being host to 
the 1976 Summer Olympic 
Games. 

"I therefore offer you a 
hearty welcome and extend to 
all, who are associated with 
the Olympic Games, a cordial 
invitation to visit us in 1976.” 

However, apart from allow¬ 
ing the organizing committee 
to "self-finance” the Games 
through the sale of commemo¬ 
rative coins and stamps, 
along with approval for its 
lottery, the federal govern¬ 
ment has steadfastly main¬ 
tained it will not make good 
any deficit incurred. 

Organizers received a .iolt 
in late December when infla¬ 
tion, higher material costs 
and labour unrest had forced 
. the total cost of the Games to 
$653 million, more than double 
the original estimate of $310 
million. 

The brunt of the increase 
arose from construction of the 
main- stadium, plus a $13 mil¬ 
lion increase in operating 
costs to $73 million. 

But at the same time pro¬ 
jected revenues from the 
Games were revised to $450 
million from the original $310 
million. 


After the increase w^s an¬ 
nounced, the federal and pro¬ 
vincial governments were 
non-committal in their reac¬ 
tion to the possibility of help¬ 
ing with Olympic financing. 
Trudeau said the federal gov¬ 
ernment had no intention of 
"breaking any of the prom¬ 
ises we made regarding 76” 
including the pledge that Otta¬ 
wa would not share any defi¬ 
cit. 

In Quebec, Michel Bourdon, 
president of the construction 
wing of tlie Confederation of 
National Trade Unions, said 
the Olympics “aren’t being 
held hostage," by striking 
iron workers in exchange for 
a cost-of-living increase. 

Bourdon said the 1200 strik¬ 
ing workers "don’t in any 
way w’ant to harm" the Olym¬ 
pics. They are demanding a 
50-eent hourly wage increase. 

"If there is a holdup In the 
construction of the Games 
they should have planned bet¬ 
ter,” Bourdon said.

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HOUSTON (UPI) — An autopsy report 
Wednesday showed Houston Astros pitcher 
Don Wilson carried a lethal percentage of 
carbon monoxide and a high level of alcohol 
in his blood at the time of his death, but no 
trace of drugs. 

Medical examiner Dr. Joseph Jachimczyk 
ruled earlier that Wilson and his son, Alex¬ 
ander, 5, died Sunday of carbon monoxide 
poisoning. He said he has not yet determined 
whether the deaths were by accident, suicide 
or homicide. 


“The law requires me as medical ex¬ 
aminer to establish cause and manner of 
death beyond a reasonable doubt and we 
have not reached that point yet,” he said. 

Homicide detective Larry Ott said he was 
trying to clear up “unanswered questions and 
inconsistencies." 

“We haven’t ruled'out anything, yet,” he 
said. “Our major concern is to piece it all 
together hnd learn the events of Saturday 
night and try tn establish a probable time of 
death.”

Fix bus, 
we’ll pay

Human Resources Minister 
Norman Levi said Wednesday 
his department will pick up 
the bill for repairs to a bus 
belonging to Vancouver Island 
Mobile Food Service. 

Cost of the repairs has been 
estimated at $1,020. 

The Mobile Home Food Ser¬ 
vice delivers food to elderly 
people and low income fami¬ 
lies at discount prices. Around 
200 old folks are on the deli¬ 
very list as well as several 
families on the Tsartlip and 
Tsawout Indian reserves. 

The program is financed by 
Human Resources at a cost of 
$635 a month and is endorsed 
by the Capital Region Adviso¬ 
ry Committee. 

"The operation is run on a 
co-operative basis and de¬ 
livers necessary foodstuffs at 
discount prices to those on 
fixed and low incomes,” Levi 
said. "Many of the seniors 
served could not otherwise do 
their shopping because of dif¬ 
ficulty in getting out. They 
are extremely dependent on 
this type of program.” 

Levi said the program has 
attracted attention across 
Canada with many organiza¬ 
tions seeking informaion on 
the organizational and opera¬ 
tional structure. 


Demand exceeds campsites 


Visitor attendance in B.C. 
provincial parks is increasing 
at such a rate that the parks 
branch can’t keep up with de¬ 
mands for more camping fa¬ 
cilities. 

Lloyd Brooks, deputy min¬ 
ister of conservation and' re¬ 
creation, said Wednesday, "we 
are in a dilemma. The de¬ 
mands for facilities and parks 
exceed the yearly population 
growth. Costs are rising 
sharply.” 

The deputy minister’s state¬ 
ment follows a parks branch 
import that attendance in pro¬ 
vincial parks for 1974 climbed 
tn a record 10,549,000 com¬ 
pared with 9,986,000 in 1973. 

The figure doesn’t include 
attendance in federal parks 


located in the province. Those 
figures are available only for 
Pacific Rim national park on 
the west coast of Vancouver 
Island. 

Visitor attendance in 1974 at 
the Long Beach section of Pa¬ 
cific Rim park w as 543,742. 

Brooks said part of the 
problem facing the parks 
branch is trying to catch up 
for lost time. 

"For years there was a lit¬ 
tle park expansion - and park 
development,” he said. "Now. 
it is a question of filling those 
needs.” 

Another problem w>as one of 
costs, he said. 

"The $2 charge for ramping 
in parks pays only half the 
cost of operation,” he said. 


"If we raised the camping to 
$5, it would mean that many 
young married couples with 
children could no longer af¬ 
ford using our parks. These 
are the people who probably 
need them most.” 

Brooks said the 1974 park 
statistics indicated that more 
and more British Columbians 
are spending their holidays in 
their home province rather 
than in other parts of Canada 
and the United States. 

The use of tents also in¬ 
creased in 1974, he added. 

In 1974, 63.9 per cent of the 
campers originated from 
B.C.; 20.2 from other prov¬ 
inces and 15.9 from the U.S. 

In 1973, 58 per cent were 
from B.C.; 21 per cent from 


other parts of Canada, and 21 
per cent from the U.S. 

Type of accommodations 
used by campers were—tents, 
35.5 per cent; camper vehi¬ 
cles, 32.3 per cent, tent trail¬ 
ers, 14.9 per cent; and trailers 
17.9 per cent. 

In 1973, tents accounted for 
35 per cent; camper vehicles, 
31 per cent; tent trailers, 16 
per cent; and trailers 18 per 
cent.

About half the unemployed 
were either on welfare or 
receiving unemployment in¬ 
surance, Yearwood said, and 
some 25 got help moving their 
families and belongings with 
them. 

A special loan-based mobili¬ 
ty program was devised by 
Canada Manpower in 1965 to 
help out-of-work Canadians 
move around the country in 
search of jobs. 

The program changed to one 
based on grants in 1968 and 
Yearwood says the ptfUi^cou- 
ple of months have seen "the 
first major use of the pro¬ 
gram’' as far as Victoria is 
concerned. 

Manpower pays travel costs 
and five-day room-and-board 
allowance and Yearwood fore¬ 
casts greater use of the pro¬ 
gram in the new year with un¬ 
employed Victorians going 
farther afield, perhaps to the 
Prairies, in search of work. 

The B.C. human resources 
department also has a pro¬ 
gram to send welfare recipi¬ 
ents to jobs in Alberta but a 
Victoria spokesman said he 
had "no idea” of the number 
of those moved this winter. 

Actual unemployment • in 
B.C. was running at 7.3 per 
cent according to November. 
1971, Statistics Canada fig¬ 
ures. 

This figure is based on a 
survey of 4,000 households in 
the province. 

The number of provincial 
unemployed has been estimat¬ 
ed this month at 100,000 by 
Dr. Roslyn Kunin, a UIC 
economist. --— 

An estimate of the total 
B.C. work force is 1.07 mil¬ 
lion. according to Statistics 
Canada September, 1974 fig¬ 
ures. 


Union heads 
at odds 
on mine halt 


Jordan River Mine was not 
closed by the effects of the 
provincial government's Min¬ 
eral Royalties Act, no matter 
what the president of the 
miners’ union local there has 
said, the president of another 
local of the same union said 
Wednesday. 

John Hussey, president of 
United Steelw-orkers of Ameri¬ 
ca Local 954, said he wanted 
“tj make it clear that the 
statements . . . from the pres¬ 
ident of Loal 1012, Ken Levy, 
do not in any -way represent 
the views of the other Steel¬ 
workers on Vancouver Is¬ 
land.” 

Hussey is president of the 
Steelworkers’ local at West¬ 
ern Mines, 80 miles southwest 
of Campbell River on the 
shores of Buttle Lake. 

Le -y has been staging a 
one-man protest against the 
controversial Mineral Royal¬ 
ties Act (Bill 31) at the legis¬ 
lative buildings since Jordan 
River Mine closed late last 
year. 

Miners in the Western 
Mines local "cfo not agree 
♦hat the effects of Bill 31 


closed Jordan River,” Hussey 
said. 

"The mine has been closed 
five times in the recent past 
— before the NDP ever came 
to power." 

Hussey also questioned 
Levy’s claim that support of 
Bill 31 by the Steelworkers’ 
union was never endorsed by 
the rank-and-file members of 
the union. 

"I can only say that the 
members of our local voted 
on three separate occasions to 
support Bill 31 and, contrary 
to what Mr. Levy says, the 
Steelworkers’ Mining Confer¬ 
ence in Kamldops (which also 
endorsed the bill) was attend¬ 
ed by many union members 
other than local presidents,” 
he said. 

"All B.C. miners are hurt 
when any mining operation 
shuts down and our members 
want to see everything possi¬ 
ble done to keep bread on the 
table of those that arc out of 
work. 

"In this case it is manage¬ 
ment practices, not the gov¬ 
ernment or the union, that are 
to blame for the shutdown.”

bylaws blatant confusion 


Noise

It isn’t easy for Greater Victoria contrac¬ 
tors to live with the noise bylaws of seven 
municipalities. 

The municipalities appear to be in com¬ 
plete agreement as to what constitutes noise. 

In most of the bylaws, noise is that which 
"disturbs the quiet, peace, comfort, rest, and 
enjoyment” of residents. 

Such disturbances, according to most 
bylaw definitions, may emanate from "ex¬ 
cavations, the operation of machines, the 
c onstruction, reconstruction, or alteration of v 
buildings.” 

Since these activities ave unavoidable in 


municipalities other than ghost towns, it is 
reasonable to assume that noise resulting 
from such activities is permitted only during 
certain hours of the day. 

Enter, trouble. 

It seems that each municipality has a dif¬ 
ferent view of when noise is most undesir¬ 
able and, consequently, the hours during 
which construction noise is permitted, vary 
sharply. 

In six of the seven municipalities sur¬ 
veyed, only iwo had the same specification of 
when noise is allowed namely none at all. 

Both Oak Bay and Sidney expect construc¬ 
tion workers nol 1o be noisy at unreasonable 
hours. Bolh municipalities will net if com¬ 


plaints are received from residents whose 
peace and comfort is disturbed. 

When the Oak Bay Manor was built sever¬ 
al years ago, workers started at 7 a.m. The 
municipality, following some complaints, 
made them "wait until 8 or 8:30,” according 
to a spokesman in the clerks’ office. 

In Victoria, construction noise is permit¬ 
ted only between 8 a.m. and 8 p.m. 

A request by the Construction Association 
of Victoria for a one-hour earlier starting 
lime was rejected this week by city council’s 
public Works committee. 

Esquimau, on the other hand, permits the 
disturbance of its residents by construction 
noise between 7 a.m. and 6 p.m. 


In Saanich, workers can hammer away 
from 7 a.m. until 10 p.m., while North Saan¬ 
ich' restricts noise to the hours from 6 a.m. 
and 8 p.m. 

Most of the bylaws specify a number of 
exemptions from what is considered noise. 

The most interesting ones are listed in the 
Sidney bylaw which says that “bells for 
church services and noise made by workers 
of the town” are exempt from the provisions 
of the bylaw. 

The only grey area is Central Saanich. At¬ 
tempts to reach the municipal office by tele¬ 
phone were foiled for hours by busy signals. 

Perhaps too many people were phoning 
the municipality to complain about, noise.

He said the union, which 
represents Victoria’s outside 
workers, could not legally 
strike until provincially-ap- 
pointed mediator Clark Gil- 
mour withdrawn from the dis¬ 
pute and files his report with 
Laboif Minister William King. 

But CUPE expects that re¬ 
port to be* filed by Jan. 21 
Walker added, and unless the 
city’s negotiators’ attitude 
changes before then, a strike 
was very likely. 

The union served 72-hour 
strike notice on city hall Jan. 

The Regional Bargaining 
Group — representing Vic¬ 
toria, four area municipal¬ 
ities, the Capital Region 
Board and the Greater Vic¬ 
toria school board in negotia¬ 
tions with seven CUPE locals 
— met Wednesday morning to 
draft a prepared statement. 

“The local taxpayers’ pock¬ 
et is not bottomless,” that re¬ 
lease said, in part. 

While recognizing that "in¬ 
flation has eroded buying 
pow'er since the last contracts 
were signed,” the statement 
added “some plain words 
must be said. Massive pay 
raises only speed inflation and 
are ultimately self-defeating.

Union members on Van¬ 
couver Island and the Lower 
Mainland have voted to stay 
off the job to protest the sus¬ 
pension last week of a Nanai¬ 
mo driver and a Port Alberni 
driver who had refused to 
work overtime. 

The wildcat strike has 
closed down Johnston’s opera¬ 
tions since Friday, when 1.000 
workers on the mainland 
walked off the job in support 
of more than 200 workers on 
Vancouver Island, who began 
striking Dec. 31. 

The union has been seeking 
mid-contract cost-of-living 
pay adjustments from John¬ 
ston, B.C.’s largest truck car¬ 
tage firm, and 88 other truck¬ 
ing companies since early De¬ 
cember.

There Is a New Yorker, it is 
said, who spent $30,000 last 
year — on her dog. 

She is one of thousands of 
persons in the U.S. and Cana¬ 
da who show their dogs com¬ 
petitively lor fun and profit. 
These owners, and the galaxy 
of handlers, grooms, judges, 
kennel clubs, and dog-show 
organizations that serve 
them, make this one of the 
most active if least known 
forms of sport. 

The $30,000 would have cov¬ 
ered such items as transpor¬ 
tation and board for the dog, 
entry fees at shows, and pro¬ 
motion. 

The dog-show business is 
booming. From coast to coast 
the 398 member organizations 
of the parent Amerciican Ken- 
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Cross Your Heart

nel Club are licensed to hold 
anhual shows at which points 
are awarded toward a cham¬ 
pionship. A purebred dog 
must earn 15 points to be 
called champion, not more 
than five of which may come 
from one show. 

It is not a sport to be 
plunged into unless one has 
time and perhaps money to 
spare. At today’s prices 
purebred dogs are expensive 
to buy, maintain, transport, 
and enter in licensed shows. 
An amateur showing his owm 
pet can spend much time and 
effort until he and the dog 
become ring wise; points 
come slowly against the pro¬ 
fessionally groomed and han¬ 
dled dogs of other owners. 

The recent Eastern Dog 
Club All-Breed Show in Bos¬ 
ton attracted more than 2,300 
entries from as far away as 
Anchorage, Alaska. The 
number represented an irf-~ 
crease over last year, when 
the gasoline shortage caused 
a temporary interruption in 
the show’s steady growth pat¬ 
tern. 

Recent shows at Trenton, 
N.J., and Santa Barbara, 


Calif., attracted more than 
4,000 entries each. The pres¬ 
tigious Westminister Kennel 
Club show in February at Ma¬ 
dison Square Garden, New 
York, will be open to 3,000 
dogs. 

Says Ted Young Jr., a lead¬ 
ing professional handler, 
“Five or six years ago 1,000 
dogs would have been a big 
show, a huge show.” 

Lillian Greene, an assistant 
professor of retailing at Mi¬ 
chigan State University, wbo 
enters her one-year-old black 
cocker spaniel in competition, 
pays Young “about $100 a 
weekend” to show the dog. 

She ships the dog from Mi¬ 
chigan to Hartford, Conn., 
well before each series of 
shows. (Air fare is about $19.) 
The dog is boarded at $2.50 a 
day. The entry fee at Boston 
was $12; Westminister 
charges $18. Finally, the dog 
is led through its paces in the 
ring for $40 (more for dogs 
that advance to best-of-group 
or best-of-breed competition). 

Young’s rates may not be 
typical of what many of his 
competitors charge, but his 
long record of successes per¬ 


mits him to be selective; he is 
in a position to turn down a 
less-than-promising dog. 

“It’s expensive to have dogs 
shown,” he says. “I tell any¬ 
one who comes to me to plan 
on spending $1,000. If there is 
a problem, if the dog isn’t 
showing well, it can be more, 
take longer.” But, he adds, 
“You couldn’t show your own 
dog for what you’d pay me to 
do it” 

What does that $1,000 pur¬ 
chase? A nearly certain 
championship, personally 
directed by a prestigious 
handler. A client, says Young, 
“knows the dog is going to be 
well cared for, well groomed. 
It’s going to arrive on time. 
It’s going to finish. He is 
going to get his ribbons in the 
mail on Tuesday, his trophies 
within a week, and his bill at 
the end of the month.’’ 

And how do the dogs react 
to all this activity on their 
behalf? 

Says Young: “Dogs are 
happier in their cages than at 
the foot of somebody’s bed. 
They’re happier in the back of 
a van going down the road. 
It’s their life.”

LOS ANGELES - When 
Pete Vaselo decided he had to 
stop smoking, he quit his job. 

He says he thought it would 
he easier to kick the habit if 
he didn’t have to cope with 
work pressures too. 

The bachelor, who lives in 
suburban Torrance, admits 
his method is drastic — and 
one not open to many persons. 

“But I was totally commit¬ 
ted*,” he says. ‘T was ready 
and able to stay off work a 
full year, if necessary.” 

There was more than a 
strong will behind his deter¬ 
mination to stop smoking. 

Vaselo’s doctor had warned 
him that he’d have emphyse¬ 
ma within five years if he 
continued to puff his way 
through three to four packs a 
day.

Geologists predict 
moderate quake 


W ASHINGTON (UPI) In a 
inaK>r step toward an earth¬ 
quake forecast system, gov¬ 
ernment geologists informally 
predicted a moderate-sized 
California quake on the eve of 
a Thanksgiving Day tremor, it 
was announced Tuesday. 

Dr'. Vincent McKelvey, 
director of the I’.S. Geological 
Survey, said the event adds 
“greatly to our confidence 
and optimism about reaching 
the long-sougftt goal of earth¬ 
quake prediction . . .” 

The California earthquake 
occurred between the San An¬ 
dreas and Calaveras faulis in 
a ranching area about 10 
miles north of Hollister. It 
had a magnitude of 5.2 on the 
Richter scale and caused little 
damage. 

This area represents one of 
the most, seismically active 


regions of the big San An¬ 
dreas fault system land is the 
sile of an extensive array of 
ground measuring 'in¬ 
struments set up by survey 
scientists as part of iheir 
earthquake research pro¬ 
gram. 

Four weeks before the 
Thanksgiving quake, the in¬ 
struments detected tilting of 
the earth’s surface at. two lo¬ 
cations near the centre of the 
quake. Two weeks earlier, in¬ 
struments showed there had 
been a major change in the 
magnetic field in the area. 

At the same time, other de¬ 
vices detected a significant 
change in the time it takes for 
seismic waves to travel 
through the area. 

't hese three phenomena are 
all considered clues 1o an im¬ 
minent quake. 


l ‘I think that was the turn¬ 
ing point for me." says 
Vaselo. “I got scared." 

Quitting wasn’t easy, he 
says, and it took him several 
weeks after he stopped work¬ 
ing before he was able to 
carry out his plan. 

“I went to register for 
smoking clinic offered by the 
American Cancer Society,” 
says Vaselo, .who also has 
hern through the Schick 
Centre when he tried to quit 
once before. 

He was told the clinic 
wouldn't he starting for three 
weeks. 

“1 told myself, 'I just can’t 
wait that long.’ Something in¬ 
side of you says, This is it 
You’ve had it with cigar¬ 
ettes.” 

This time he went about 
stopping differently. Besides 
not working, he also stopped 
having a beer or two in the 
evening and he no longer 
drinks coffee. 

“L think they are so mar¬ 
ried to cigarettes, that you 
automatically want to grab 
one with the other." 

The first two weeks, he 
says, he wondered if it was all 
worth it, but now he’s into his 
Ihird week, he’s sure it is. 

•T haven’t felt this good in 
years,” he says, grinnine. 
"I'm up to running seven 
tenths of a mile now. — I 
couldn’t even run a block be¬ 
fore withoul throwing up.” 

The slim man had lost so 
much weight before he quit 
smoking that he looked gaunl, 
pale and ill. 

Now he’s gained 10 pounds 
and his face has filled out. 

Vaselo has tried many ways 
to shove cigarettes out of his 
life before. 

‘Tve gone through the 
whole routine." he says, shak¬ 
ing his head. “I had cut dowd 
on cigarettes, thrown them 
away — everything. If I 
hadn’t had those spasms, I 
don’t know if I could have 
dime it.” 

Now Vaselo says his philos¬ 
ophy is to live one day at a 
time. He says persons can't 
look ahead 15 years or they 
might become discouraged. 
He frequently reminds lis¬ 
teners that it’s only been a 
short time since he had his 
last puff.

LOS ANGELES - Sari Mii- 
chell turns junk into riches. 
Furnishings that have filled 
her homes and the success of 
her career have come from 
junk shops, junkyards, rub¬ 
bish heaps and swap meets. 

“1 find so much pleasure in 
turning seemingly useless 
items into attractive decora¬ 
tions that I never think of get¬ 
ting new things for my 
home," Miss Mitchell (Mrs. 
Tom Skala in private life) 
said. 

When she says “seemingly 
useless” she me,ans it. 

She has bookcases made 
from old chicken coops, 
kitchen utensil holders that 
started as old horse harness 
hames, picture frames lifted 
from icebox door panels and 
chair that once served as 
milk cans, tractor seats or 
barrels. 

It takes a lot of work, inge¬ 
nuity and inspiration to make 
junk useful. 

Lack of money was her in¬ 
spiration, youth gave her the 
energy for work and she was 
born with imagination. 

“The first thing we did 
when we were married (this 
was in Chicago and it was 
my first marriage) was to 
use all of our savings for the 
down payment on a house.” 
Miss Mitchell said in an in- I 
terview. 

“Our budget was down to 
almost nothing, hut I did have 
a few dollars, and among the 
very first thing I bought 
were an old pine chicken coop 
and a chair. 

“When I told my husband 
thal 1 needed money for paint

Miss Mitchell used shoe 
polish to stain and polish her 
two pieces of scrubbed and 
sanded junk.

A Victoria legal research 
firm^has been ordered to re¬ 
imburse two men for wages 
they lost after being laid off 
Iasi August because they be¬ 
longed to the Service Em¬ 
ployees International Union. 

The company, Victro Regis¬ 
try Services of 723 Fort, was 
ordered to compensate the 
two in a 14-page decision of 
the provincial labor Relations 
Board, which ruled Victro had 
violated a section of the 
J^abir Code which prohibits 
discipline or discharge of 
workers because of union ac¬ 
tivity. 

The union had asked the 
board to order payment of 
$604.?S to Wayne Murdoch and 
$391.88 to#James Ubukata. 

It also sought holiday pay 
for Ubukata. who was re¬ 
hired on a part-time basis 
after his dismissal 
The company had told the 
men last August they were 
being laid off for economic 
reasons. 

But, the hoard ruled, the 
company failed to discharge 
the burden of proof placed on 
it by law and the layoff of 
both Murdoch and Ubukata 
occurred because of their par¬ 
ticipation in the trade union. 

"The two decisions of the 
employer, to cut back 50 per 
cent of its work and lay off a 
number of its employees, 
were an immediate and not 
very subtle reminder to any¬ 
one who was employed by this 
employer that it rs not healthy 
economically to be involved 
with the union.”

But jn the 
city a man’s neighbors are entitled to 
peace and quiet, especially in the dead 
of night. 

Actually, Fleetwood Pugsley is not a 
bad barker. In fact, } 1 would say he fails 
to bark at the right time more often 
than he barks at the wrong time. He is 
extremely fond of people. A man could 
climb the fence in a fright mask, with a 
box of burglar’s t *ols. and provoke 
nothing more from Fleetwood than an 
affectionate whine and a kiss on the 
neck. 

On the other hand, he has art unerr¬ 
ing eye and nose for any other dog. no 
matter how small and distant, and sets 
to harking mindlessly the moment an¬ 
other dog enters his territory, which he 
conceives to be not only our yard but 
also the entire surrounding district. 

I liH\ft <Jten heard him unloose an 
earthly salvo and rushed from the 
house expecting to find him surrounded 
by enemies, only io see fhat the object 
of this anguished outburst was some 
idiot chihuahua being walked on a 
string by one of the neighbors on the 
hill road a quarter of a mile away. 
What he would fear frqm such a tidbit I 
can’t imagine.

You might think a dog as mixed up 
as thaj^fcpuld not he too easy to train. 


pepper, the potato and egg¬ 
plant. all respected members 
of the Solanum family. 

The black sheep of the tribe 
is Solanum nigrum, the Dead¬ 
ly Nighshade. a highly poison¬ 
ous weed, and it is rpobably 
because of this relationship, 
that the berries of the Jerusa¬ 
lem Cherry are suspecl. 

If either of these colorful lil- 
tle plants has come to live in 
your home, a good place for it 
through the winter months is 
a sunny window in a coulish 
room, ideally around GO de¬ 
grees. 

A spot well removed from 
radiators or hot air registers 
is essential, for direct heat 
will cause the berries and 
leaves to fall off. 

Another common cause of 
leaf-dropping and berry-drop¬ 
ping is air pollution, for like 
all members of thp Solanum 
family, the Jerusalem Cherry 
is abnormally sensitive to 
traces of gas or oil fumes in 
the air. 

I have known a plant to lo«e 
nil its berries and most of its 
leaves overnight when the 
pilot light of a gas range was 
blown out inadvertently, re¬ 
leasing just a trace of gas to 
the atmosphere. 


Unlike the azalea, this little 
plant w-ill tolerate ordinary 
tap water and will probably 
need watering about every 
second or third day through 
its period of active growth. A 
little houseplant fertilizer 
may he given in its water 
once every two weeks. 

Like apples, berries will fall 
when fully mature, and the 
dropping or ripe berries sig¬ 
nals the approach of the 
plant's annual resting period. 

At this stage, give no more 
fertilizer and reduce watering 
until the soil is almost but not 
quite bone dry. 

A little pruning and shaping 
is in order about the time the 
plant is put on reduced water 
rations, otherwise it will be¬ 
come too big and straggly. A 
good plan is to shorten all 
branches by about half their 
length. 

* ★ * 

In late spring your plant 
should be given a summer 
holiday outdoors, either on a 
lightly shaded porch or by 
sinking the pot up to its rim 
in the ground, morning sun 
only. 

You can step up the 
amount and frequency of wa¬ 
tering at this stage, and when 
new leaves appear, resume 


feeding with a fertilizer solu¬ 
tion. 

If the leaves should turn ab¬ 
normally pale, try adding a 
tiny pinch of Epsom salts to 
its w-ater qntil the good green 
-color returns. This plant 
seems to need a little extra 
magnesium in its diet. 

To get berries on your plant 
again, the little white blos¬ 
soms must be pollinated. In¬ 
sects will normally take care 
of this while the plant is out¬ 
doors: indoors a good method 
is to tickle the centre of each 
blossom in turn with a Q-Tip. 

This will transfer pollen 
from one blossom to another, 
and berries or peppers should 
start to form soon after. 

* ★ ♦ 

Both the Jerusalem Cherry 
and the Christmas Pepper are 
easy plants to propagate, ei¬ 
ther by removing and sowing 
seeds from ripe fruits or by 
taking and rooting slips. 

In the case of the pepper, 
after breaking open a pod and 
removing the seeds, wash 
your hands immediately, for 
if you were to rub your eyes 
with fingers contaminated 
with red pepper dust, they 
would become inflamed and 
very painful. 




My approach is actually very simple 
Whenever he barks. I open the door to 
the dog yard, yanking it open quickly to 
catch him in the act. and shout 
“quiet!” 

Usually this quiets him. He under¬ 
stands the word and wants to obey. 
However, if the dog he is barking at is 
fairly small and harmless — let’s say a 
Scottie — he can’t be so easily res¬ 
trained. I am then obliged to pick up a 
stick I keep against the house by the 
door and rap him with it. He doesn’t 
like it, and hides under the tree. 

He is not a stupid dog. and has 
responded quite well to this program. 
Now, most of the time, all I have to do 
is yell “Quiet!” from inside the 
house, and he swallows his nose. If he 
persists. I need only yank the door open 
and he stops. 

. Again, if the object of his anxiety is 
really small a toy poodle, for exam¬ 
ple and he is unable to restrain him¬ 
self, I pick up the stick and wave it at 
him and that does it. 

I will say it is a pitiful sound he 
makes when he is obliged to swallow a 
hark. It’s as if the sound had already 
4 been made inside him and has to get 
out even though the brain says stop. It 
c.un he heard blowing around deep in¬ 
side him. like a wind in a cave; it 
seems to hurt him psysically. 

He w rithes and works his laws and fi¬ 
nally shudders, and the sound comes up 
in his throat and dies out in a groan, 


like a phonograph record when the 
power is turned off. 

* ♦ ♦ 

So 1 have the thing pretty well in 
hand. But I still don’t know how to han¬ 
dle him early in the morning. He never 
misses the Dawn Patrol. It is the worst 
part of the problem. 

My neighbor George seems to enjoy 
this part of his sleep the most, and the 
dog is always up and about with first 
Light, barking at nocturnal creatures 
who are knocking off for the night. 

He often wakes me up at dawn. I 
hav^ tried yelling “Quiet!” from bed. 
without getting up, making it loud 
enough to carry through the house and 
out to the dog yard. This has been unsa¬ 
tisfactory. however, as it fails to quiet 
rlie dog and w-akes my wife up. 

When it happened the other morning 
I got up and walked through the house 
in the dark, avoiding the furniture by 
memory, and yanked open the dog yard 
door. 

“Quiet!” I shouted. He barked 
again. I slammed the door and grabbed 
the stick. He ran and hid under the 
tree, swallowing great gulps of sound. 

I turned back to the door. The door 
was locked. I had forgotten the night 
latch. 

I don’t know which bothered George 
the most — an Airedale barking at the 
dawn, or a man in a nightshirt calling 
plaintively for his sleeping wife to let 
him back in the hdbse. 
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In the introduction to his new book. 
Man Kind?, which is subtitled. Our In¬ 
credible War on Wildlife. Cleveland 
Amory reminds us of the way in which 
our linguistic habits predisposed us to 
bad-mouth the animals-we kill, while 
* praising man the predator. 

Almost all our words about animals 
are deprecatory in fact, we say that 
people are "behaving like animals” 
when the behave in a way no self- 
respecting animal ever would; when 
they areT in truth, behaving in distinc¬ 
tively human fashion. 


Animals don't kill their own kind, as 
we do: animals don't kill for sport or 
out of boredom, as we do; animals 
don’t kill more than they can eat, sim¬ 
ply out of bloodlust. 

In truth, man is the only animal that 
every other animal is frightened of and 
threatened by: the only animal who 
upsets the balance of nature and shorl- 
circuits the evolutionary process by his 




greed, his vanity, and his glib rational¬ 
izations. 

W’e insult other persons by calling 
them “pigs" and “swine” and “dirty 
dogs” and "baboons” and “skunks” 
and “jackasses.” We “badger’’ some¬ 
one. who in turn “buffaloes” us. We 
“toady” to someone, or “go ape." 

We’re either “chicken” or “sheep¬ 
ish:’ of “bull-headed” or “mousy” or a 
“dumb bunny.” An unprincipJgfLmpn is 
a “wolf"; a mean woman is “catty” 
or worse, she is “shrewish." 

Think of ail our animal similies; for 
every “busy as a beaver" or "wise as 
an owl” (which, by the way, are just as 
unjustified compliments), we use a 
dozen “low as a snake," or “slippery as 
an eel,” or "stubborn as a mule”, or 
“silly as a goose.” or "crazy as a 
loon," or “hats in the belfry,” or “croc¬ 
odile tears." 

Conversely, as Amory might have 
added, our verba! habits tend to glorify 
man as the predator. We speak approv¬ 
ingly of someone as a “straight 
shooter.” 


We praise something as ”high- 
calibre.” We laud an effort that is “up 
to the hilt.” An invincible killer is 
crowned w’ith the title of “Dead-Eye 

Dick." 

All this goes back, of course, to a 
prc-technological age, when man was 
pitted against nature and needed all the 
skill of stone and sling and spear and 
bow in order to survive. 


Thai is long over, however, and the 
odds are now weighted so heavily in 
favor of our species that nations must 
pass laws protecting other breeds from 
our senseless rapacity. 

Yet we continue our headlong preda¬ 
tion. fortified by the obsolete language 
we still use; just as the armies of 
Bonaparte kept marching forward 
chanting slogans of “Liberty” long 
after it became evident that their lead¬ 
er’s purpose was tyranny. 

Our persistent war on wildlife is 
marching to devastation beneath a 
soiled banner two centuries out of date. 
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HOLLYWOOD I cried all 
the way through the premiere 
of The Towering Inferno last 
year. That’s because i wasn't 
in it. 

Irwin Allen now has suc¬ 
ceeded in panicking every¬ 
body who works or lives 
above the l!»th floor in a 
highrise. He will follow this

Beman was asked if he 
could foresee any possibility 
under which American 
players ever would be prohi¬ 
bited from participating in thp 
British Open, the oldest of all 
the world's golf cham¬ 
pionships, and one of the four 
major titles. 

“I would never say neve?-’,’’ 
Beman said. “I wouldn’t 
want 1o make a policy state¬ 
ment that would deprive us of 
a Iasi resort option.” 

The problem. Beman said 
at a news, conference before 
the start of the 1975 American 
tour in the Phoenix Open, is 
that the British Open “de¬ 
stroys a month of our season 

and it’s a month that should 
be the cream of our season: 
it’s a month in which the golf 
courses in the northeast sec¬ 
tion of the country are at 
their best.” 


The British Open is played 
in July. American players 
who compete in that tour¬ 
nament normally skip the 
U.S. events immediately be¬ 
fore and after the British 
Open. That creates a three- 
week gap in which leading 
American players do not ap¬ 
pear in this country.

TAIPEI — Lee Kuanghuel, 
a former Second World War 
Japanese army private who 
lived alone for 31 years on an 
Indonesian island, has re¬ 
turned home, but little fanfare 
greeted His arrival. 

Lee, whose Japanese name 
is Teruo Nakamura, was met 
at planeside by his wife and 
their 31-year-old son, born 
after Lee was drafted by the 
Japanese army.

sociated with a form of 
cancer has been found in 
humans. Such a finuing could 
lead to early tests for the dis¬ 
ease and vastly improved 
methods of treating the par¬ 
ticular form of leukemia in¬ 
volved. 


"They consider it a signifi¬ 
cant step,” said an NCI 
spokesman. “It has important 
ramifications.’’ 

The virus particles were 
isolated by Dr. Robert Gallo 
and Dr. Robert Gallagher in 
cells of a 61-year-old woman 
stricken with acute myelogen¬ 


ous leukemia, a relatively 
rare form of blood malig¬ 
nancy that generally strikes 
adults. 

The finding was not consid¬ 
ered a breakthrough in cancer 
studies because the re¬ 
searchers still must attempt 
to isolate similar virus parti¬ 
cles from other patients.

DETROIT (UPI) - Don’t 
plan on changing sparkplugs 
yourself if you’ve just bought 
a new Chevrolet Monza with 
the larger, optional V-8 en¬ 
gine, it’s next to impossible 
unless the engine is lifted part 
way out of its compartment. 

Chevrolet doesn’t like to 
refer to the problem as the 
“engineering goof” of 1975, 
but does admit there are 
some problems. Even an ex¬ 
perienced mechanic will take 
about hours to change the 
eight plugs. 

The only way to change the 
plugs, says Chevrolet, is to 
loosen the engine mounts and 
then lift the engine slightly on 
a hydraulic jack so the me¬ 
chanic can reach the one plug 
that is blocked by another 
piece of equipment. 

There’s no such problem if 
the new sporty compact is 
equipped with the standard 
four-cylinder engine. 

In a service bulletin to its 
dealers, Chevrolet said they 
would be paid for one hour 
and 20 minutes labor for 
changing the eight sparkplugs 
under warranty while the 
change on most V-8 engines 
takes between 30 and 40 min¬ 
utes.

The Federal Trade Commis- i 
sion said the country’s second 
biggest automobile maker, in 
advertisements during the 
peak of the shortage, had no 
proof that the average driver 
could expect anything like the 
fuel performance described. 

The ads were based on a 
long-distance run from Phoen¬ 
ix, Ariz., to Los Angeles, and 
claimed all of the Ford 
models involved got at least 
26 miles to the gallon. 

The case, pending since last 
July , W’as turned over to i 
administrative judge for 
hearing. 

The Ford complaint is part 
of a larger case which FTC | 
officials have described as ' 
comprehensive effort to 
sure that consumer anxieties 
about the energy situation are 
not exploited by advertising 
which is false, misleading or 
unsubstantiated.” 


MPs off on U.K. study 


OTTAWA (CP) — A 16- 
member Commons committee 
led by Government House 
Leader Mitchell Sharp heads 
for London today on a 10-day 
trip to study procedures in the 
British Commons. 

The visit is the first step in 
study by the procedure com¬ 
mittee of possible reforms to 
streamline legislative proce¬ 
dures here. 

Included in the delegation 
are nine members of the go- 
v e r n i n g Liberals, five 
Progressive Conservatives 
and two New Democratic 
Party MPs. 

Prime Minister Trudeau 
has mentioned the British sys¬ 
tem several times as an ex¬ 
ample worth studying with a 
view to parliamentary re¬ 
form, one of the government 
aims announced in the throne 
speech Sept. 30.

In Britain, a select commit¬ 
tee scrutinzies the annual es¬ 
timates through subcommit¬ 
tees which provide detailed 
examination of about one- 
quarter of toe departments 
each year. 

Gerald Baldwin, Conserva¬ 
tive House leader, said during 
examination of the govern¬ 
ment’s *4974-75 estimates that 
the British system gives the 
opposition even less opportu¬ 
nity for examination of gov¬ 
ernment spending than does 
the method used here now. 

Sharp said during the 
throne speech debate that the 
British system of MPs giving 


written notice for questions 
they wish to ask the govern¬ 
ment is worth considering. 

MPs here can fire questions 
at ministers during the daily 
question period without giving 
prior notice. 

At Westminster, a lottery 
system is used to decide the 
order in which questions will 
be answered after written no¬ 
tice is given. A minister who 
answers then can be asked 
supplementary questions. 

Sharp said a similar system 
might be worth considering 
because ministers would be in 
a position to give more de¬ 
tailed answers if they had no¬ 
tice of the questions.

The volunteers of Green 
Mountain are tired, but not 
loo tired to fight the govern¬ 
ment. 

For more than 12 years, 
they have invested tens of 
thousands of volunteer hours 
into making Green Mountain 
a prime ski area. 

They have done so with 
what they claim is virtually 
no help from the provincial 
government. 

Now the government has 
nlans to establish a new ski 
area .just southwest of Lady¬ 
smith] and the Green Moun¬ 
tain volunteers feel slighted.

•We need help from the 
government, but for some 
reason or other, the govern¬ 
ment doesn’t want to help 
us,” Bruno Clozza, one of the 
10 directors of the Snow Bird 
Ski Club, said in an interview 
this week. 

“We don't even want help 
with the operation of our fa¬ 
cilities,” he said, adding that 
their problem was the dif¬ 
ficult access. 

Green Mountain is about 115 
•miles southwest of Nanaimo. 
The road to the foot of the 
1.808-foot mountain is paved 
and generally in good condi¬ 
tion. 

The problem is a logging 
road winding its way for 
about five miles uphill to the

lot. 

Bad road 

The road is usually so bad 
that only four-wheel' driven 
vehicles can attempt the 
climb. 

The annual snowfall on 
Green Mountain exceeds 15 
feet in most years, and has 
reached more than 20 feet in 
some winters. 

As a result, the ski club 
spends most of its funds on 
keeping the road clear after 
every snowfall. 

“All we need is a good 
toad,” said Jim Jackson of 
Nanaimo, another director. 

“We get $7,000 a year from 
the government towards the 
cost of clearing the road, but 
that barely covers half of 
what we have to pay a con¬ 
tractor.'' Jackson added.

Building a good road up the 
mountain, he estimated, 
would probably cost $200,000, 
but he added that would be a 
fraction only of the cost the 
government was facing if it 
establishes a new ski area 
near Ladysmith. 

“It’ll cost millions to do 
that and we think it would be 
only fair if the government 
could provide us with a de¬ 
cent road,” Jackson said. 

David Pattie, another direc¬ 
tor, also of Nanaimo, said the 
club could keep the present 
road in fair shape if the gov¬ 
ernment paid a minimum of 
$25,000 a year toward the 
“"-upkeep. 

Better snow 

All three claimed that 
Green Mountain has better 
snow and has snow longer 
than any site near Ladysmith. 

“Last year, we opened in 
mid-November and skied until 
the end of May.” said Pattie

Inquiry wanted 
into marketing 


The B.C. branch of the Con¬ 
sumers Association of Canada 
has asked the provincial gov^ 
emment to establish a com¬ 
mittee of inquiry into market¬ 
ing boards in the province.

Own food 

The Snow Bird Ski Club 
operates an overnight lodge 
with sleeping accommodation 
for about 60 people. 

Skiers take their own food 
which is cooked in the com¬ 
munity kitchen. 

A separate group called the 
Snow Bird Lift Society 
operates two T-bar lifts one - 
2,345 feet, the other 1,500 feet 
long. It also maintains a day 
lodge which provides inexpen¬ 
sive meals and accommo¬ 
dates a ski shop where skiers 
can rent equipment. 
Construction of the lifts was 
, financed through the sale of 
debentures in denominations 
of between $100 and $1,500. 

Debenture holders are en¬ 
titled to a reduction in the ski 
lift fee. or even free use of the 
lifts in the case of those hold¬ 
ing $J,500 debentures. 

Jackson said the 2,300-foot 
lift worth $45,000 was installed 
in 1969. Cost of the actual in¬ 
stallation was a mere $5,000 
because it was all done by 
volunteers. 

“If we had contracted the 
job out, it would have added 
another $40,000 to the bill.” 
Jackson said. 

Enthusiasm 

“So much enthusiasm and 
dedication deserves a little 
more support from the provin¬ 
cial government,” Clozza con¬ 
tended. 

“And we’re going to fight 
the government if necessary 
to get that support we de¬ 
serve,” he added. 

What about Green Moun¬ 
tain’s capacity? 

Mary-Anne Schiel, who 
operates the ski shop, said 
Green Mountain has an unlim¬ 
ited capacity. 

Now the average is about 
300 skiers a day. To operate 
all facilities at maximum ca¬ 
pacity, 800 skiers should be on 
Green Mountain a day, she 
said. 

But there would be enough 
room on the 585-acre 1 ski 
range to build additional facil¬ 
ities. including lifts and 
lodges, to accommodate 1,500 
a day, she said. 

A spokesman for the provin¬ 


cial recreation and conserva¬ 
tion department said the gov¬ 
ernment would consider par¬ 
ticipating in the cost of build¬ 
ing a chair lift from the base 
of Green Mountain to the day 
lodge and parking area, but 
the ski club would have 1o 
contribute two-thirds of the 
cost. 

That, according to the 
Green Mountain volunteers, is 
impossible. 

’’All the money we earn 
through our facilities goes to 
keeping the lousy logging 
road in shape so that at least 
four-wheel drives can make it 
up here,” said Jackson. 

“We need help and we need 
it badly.”

Bylaws block home conversion—Nicolson 


The provincial govern¬ 
ment’s home conversion pro¬ 
gram is being held back by 
rigid municipal zoning and 
building^bylaws, Housing'Min 
ister Lome Nicolson said 
Tuesday. 

He said he wants municipal 
politicians in Vancouver, Bur¬ 
naby and New Westminster to 


relax their zoning regulations 
lo allow conversion of single¬ 
family homes to duplex or 
multiple-family use. 

The government last year 
passed legislation allowing 
loans for such conversions. 
The program now is available 
only in the three Lower Main¬ 
land municipalities. 

Nicolson said he had met 


with municipal officials to ex¬ 
plain the program and they 
seem to he slow in respond¬ 
ing. 

Mayor Art Phillips of Van¬ 
couver said he told the hous¬ 
ing minister that his city 
plans to handle home conver¬ 
sion on a neighborhood-bv- 
neighlwrhood basis. 


“We have no intention of 
ramming duplexing down the 
throats of residents of single 
family areas,” Phillips said. 

"We’re going to go into the 
various neighborhoods in the 
next two or three months and 
ask them to vote on whether 
or not they want to change 
- the zoning in their area to 
permit duplexing.” 


Mayor Muni Evers of New 
Westminster complained that 
the provincial government 
has done little to explain to 
municipal officials what it 
wants. 

He said the government was 
coming into the municipalities 
"with a club” to force home 
conversions.

Employed by Canada Man¬ 
power as an outreach worker 
in job placement for 13 Indian 
bands, Mrs. Joseph said she 
had persuaded four of of five 
secondary school girls who 
dropped out last year to re¬ 
turn this year. 

“One or two of the teachers 
would call the girls ’squaws,” 

Mrs. Joseph said. “This 
rubs off on the non-Indian kids 
in the schools.” 

When children fight in 
school, it is the Indian comba¬ 
tant who is expelled, she said. 

Mrs. Joseph said at a meet¬ 
ing of nearly 100 Indian stu¬ 
dents who form the Albemi 
Valley Student Council that 
many students said they 
would profer to attend a 
school with a majority of In¬ 
dian students. 

She said a return to a segre¬ 
gated school would give the 
students “a relaxed place to 
concentrate on what they 
want to learn” rather than a 
place where they experience 
humiliation by students and 
teachers.” 

Some students object to the 
teaching of French, which 
they feel is useless, and want 
instruction in their native 
West Coast dialect, she said. 


Recently the attitude of 
school officials towards fights 
between Indians and non-In¬ 
dians has changed, she said. 
Three non-Indian boys were 
expelled from school after 
beating an Indian youth and 
chasing Mrs. Joseph’s son. 

In addition to her three 
school-age children, Mrs. Jo¬ 
seph has two daughters who 
dropped out of school. 

“I hate to say it, but it was 
outright discrimination on the 
part of one teacher that 
caused them to run away 
from school. They ran away 
three times and I couldn’t get 
them to go back.” 
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NORTH BAY, Ont. (CP) — At least seven per¬ 
sons were Killed, eight were in hospital and three were 
unaccounted for Wednesday in an explosion and fire 
at a downtown office building. 

Police said the toll did not include patients who 
might have been in the four medical offices in the 
building. 

Working frantically, police and passers-by clawed 
at the rubble and rescued six survivors in the short 
time between the explosion and the ensuing flames. 

Police said a gas-company crew was working at the 
rear of the building at the time of the blast but could 
not confirm that the accident was caused by gas. 

The blast in the two-storey building shattered 
windows in city hall across the street and could be 
heard three blocks away. Flames from the ensuing 
fire reached four storeys high, witnesses said. 

All buildings — including a 200-resident senior 
citizen home — within a block of the blast were 
evacuated. 

The downtown district was without electric power 
following the explosion. 

Six of the 13 injured were 
treated and released. Eight 
remained in satisfactory con¬ 
dition in hospital suffering 
from bums, cuts and frac¬ 
tures. 

The two-storey structure 
was reduced to a pile of con¬ 
crete blocks, witnesses said. 

Ernie Corbell, an optical 
technician in the building, 
said he saw a natural gas 
company crew working on a 
gas line behind the building 
shortly before the explosion. 

He said he pointed out the 
work crew to optometrist Jim 
Cobean Mho said: “They 
shouldn’t be doing that.’’ The 
explosion followed. 

Cobean is one of the miss¬ 
ing.

Nootka Islanders tell story 

Criminal won trust in hiding 


This is what the people of 
Nootka Island near Tahsis 
think of Randolph Bruce Jo- 
hanson, 37, who was one of 
Canada's most wanted men 
from his escape in early 1972 
until his recapture last No¬ 
vember : 

“You are still our 'oldest 
son.’ We trust you with our 
lives ... the girls (aged 9 and 
7) love you very much.” 

“He Mas always a gentle¬ 
man. He will always have em¬ 
ployment with me ... he will 
always be welcome in our 
home.” 


“We plan to be married 
M-hen he gets out. I have great 
faith in him.” 

“This is quite a shock to me 
... he never missed a shift 
... he used to help the kids 
Mith their fishing lines . . . 
he never even swore in the 
presence of my wife and 
kids.” 

A couple who became 
friends of Johanson’s as he 
found a new life during 2V4 
years of freedom travelled to 
Victoria Provincial Court 
from Chemainus Wednesday 
to testify for him while de¬ 


fence lawyer David Lisson 
read letters from eight other 
friends into the record. 

He also read a statement by 
Johanson about a life from 
which “I M*as tired of run¬ 
ning” but the sentence which 
Judge William Ostler was to 
have imposed on seven 
charges had to be delayed for 
legal reasons. 

Johanson, M-hose record 
dates back to 1953 and in¬ 
cludes 18 convictions, was 
serving four years for posses¬ 
sion df known stolen property 
when he and two other men 


escaped April 8, 1972, from 
the William Head institution. 
He was due for release May 4, 
1974. 

The three men stole a boat 
at Pedder Bay and abandoned 
it three days later at Port 
Coquitlam, where they broke 
into a cabin and stole clothing 
and other items. 

Later in 1972, Johanson 
stole eight rifles and ammuni¬ 
tion from a Campbell River 
store and a boat at New West¬ 
minster. A shooting incident 
with Vancouver police in May 


of that year put his name on 
Canada’s most wanted list. 

It stayed there until Nov. 
19, 1974, when Johanson was 
arrested in a friend’s home at 
Shawnigan Lake. He was 
charged with possession of a 
weapon and marijuana when 
arrested and with escape, 
theft of the two boats, the 
cabin items and the rifles. 

Johanson pleaded guilty 
Dec. 18 and sentence was set 
for Wednesday but was de¬ 
layed for two reasons — the 
escaping charge M'as not 
signed properly and will have 


to be laid again, and Oster 
asked prosecutor C. W. Vause 
to find out what happened to 
the other two men. 

Logger Charles Everts and 
his wife, now Chemainus resi¬ 
dents, came to Victoria to 
praise Johanson for his work 
and companionship during the 
two years from about mid- 
1972 they worked for a logging 
company on Nootka Island, 20 
miles from Tahsis.

The number of charges 
heard by the college against 
B.C. physicians has in¬ 
creased, he said, but not out 
of proportion to the increase 
in the number of doctors 
practising here. Last year, 
about 20 charges were heard 
by the college- about four of 
w'hich dealt with unprofes¬ 
sional conduct. 

McClure said most Canadi¬ 
an doctors are insured against 
malpractice suits by the Ca¬ 
nadian Medical Protective As¬ 
sociation, which is affiliated 
vvith the Canadian Medical 
Association. 

It has recently raised its in¬ 
surance premiums to $100 a 
yepr from $50 a year which is 
still far less than the average 
$3,000-a-year premiums that 
. some Los Angeles doctors 
must pay, said McClure. 


ince the B.C. Police Commis¬ 
sion and have provided the 
machinery for redress if 
someone feels they are being 
unduly harassed, and illegally 
harassed by police action.” 

Macdonald said establish¬ 
ment of the police commission 
marked the first time citizens 
or policemen had been provid¬ 
ed access to an appeal body. 

"For the first time, we have 
opened up a forum, not only 
to police officers to get a 
square deal in matters of sen¬ 
iority of to challenge suspen¬ 
sions, but also to people who 
may feel that as a result of 
police action they have a 
complaint to make.”

A sub-committee in Cour- 
lenay studying the need for 
an ombudsman also reported 
complaints of juveniles being 
denied access to legal advice 
before appearing in court, of 
insufficient juvenile detention 
facilities and of police tearing 
apart houses when executing 
search warrants.

Mayor predicts

Only one of the district’s 22 
schools attended by 8,500 stu¬ 
dents closed as a result of the 
strike when only three teach¬ 
ers of a 21-person staff report- 
e d Wednesday morning. 
Teacher attendance was close 
to normal for all other 
schools, district officials said. 

The school district revealed 
that it had offered increases 
over 1974’s contract ranging 
from 18.71 per cent for the 
base rate to 22.47 per cent for 
trades rates. 

Under the last offer, the 
base rate would increase from 
$4.49 per hour to $5.33 per 
hour, the trades rate would 
rise from $5.92 to $7.25 per 
hour, clerical workers’ mini¬ 
mum rate would increase 
from $639.50 to $766.50 per 
month and the clerical max¬ 
imum rate would rise from 
$755.50 to $905 per month. 

In the Nanaimo school area, 
schools did not open Wednes¬ 
day, and a snowstorm was 
given as the reason. 

But the president of Local 
606, Canadian Union of Public 
Employees, which is locked in 
a strike against the school 
board, said he could not 
understand why the schools 
did not opeiv. 

“For the first time since the 
strike started Monday, we 
had arranged for the school 
buses to be running Wednes¬ 
day morning,” said Nick.

Justice council 
ready for work 


The Capital Region Justice 
Council is formed and ready 
to go public. 

When the council, met Tues¬ 
day night it was still defining 
its purposes and how to 
achieve them', in preparation 
for a public meeting next 
month. 

The B.C. government last 
May passed legislation de¬ 
signed to involve ordinary cit¬ 
izens in the revamping of the 
justice system. 

The reason for setting up 
the Justice Development 
Commission was the govern¬ 
ment’s desire to “develop a 
justice system that is or¬ 
ganized, has a sense of direc¬ 
tion, a sound plan and a com¬ 
mitment to action.” 

The commission formed 
local groups to find out just 
what is wrong with the sys¬ 
tem. 

The de-centra lized local 
council, the Capital Region 
Justice council, is made up of 
people like a lawyer, a nun, a 


police inspector, a probation 
officer, a social worker, a re¬ 
porter, and a boys’ club head. 

The council will go into the 
public forum at 7:30 p.m. 
Feb. 5 at the Newcombe audi- 
torivim to find out what the 
public considers to be the 
faults of the system and how 
to correct them. 

From that and more public 
forums, the council will offer 
suggestions on how to create 
“a just society” to the com¬ 
mission, which will make rec¬ 
ommendations to the govern¬ 
ment. 

‘‘It is appalling to realize 
the magnitude of the task 
we’re taking on,” said Tony 
Gascombe, the council’s 
steering committee chairman, 
who is head of the Boys’ Club 
of Greater Victoria. 

Quebec and Novs Scotia 
have similar programs “bat 
not to the depth of B.C.’s” 
said Don McComb, vice-chair¬ 
man of all justice councils in 
B.C. 



Cook star in sea drama 


Culbard 

. praises cook

A great big oil stove, a 
great-hearted Geordie cook 
and mouth-watering, five- 
course meals at Christmas 
and New Year’s played a 
major part in keeping the 
morale of Sudbury II afloat 
during her nine-day rescue or¬ 
deal. M 

With a minimum rof fuss, 
the rugged tug slipped quietly 
into Victoria’s Inner Harbor 
Tuesday after hauling the bat- 
1 e r e d freighter Corinna 
through a thousand miles of 
angry Pacific wntets. 

Both her master, Capt. 
Frank Culbard of Vancouver, 
and her chief engineer, Vic¬ 
toria's Harry Sapro, singled 
out Sudbury II cook Terry 
Garraghan from the 16-man 
crew for special praise. 

Sapro, a seaman since 1943, 
knows better than most that a 
grouchy cook makes for a 
miserable crew, while a 
proper, easy-going ship’s cook 


like Garraghan. can make 
“all the difference in the 
world" in keeping morale 
high. 

Of the Christmas and New 
Year’s dinners, Sapro said: 
“You could go downtown and 
pay $40 a head and you 
couldn’t get a meal like he 
cooked us.” 

The Christmas meal Gar- 
ragham cooked in the storm 
consisted of: Hors d’oeuvres, 
giblet soup, filet of sole meun- 
iere, shrimp vol-au-vents, 
roast turkey, dressing, chipo- 
lata, asparagus tips with 
cream sauce, carrots, but¬ 
tered green peas, whipped po¬ 
tatoes, straw potatoes. 

And he followed that with 
plum pudding, rum sauce, 
mince pies, assorted nuts ?nd 
• candies. 

And Garraghan, of 1120 
Loenholm, a 32-year veteran 
of the high seas, wa? pleased 
to return the compliment 
Tuesday. 


He termed the crew “just 
fantastic” in the way they 
helped out and held on to 
their cool and their plates 
while 40-foot seas whipped by 
100 mile an hour winds rocked 
the Sudbury II. 

A Geordie (a native of New¬ 
castle). who came from Eng¬ 
land’s soccer-conscious north¬ 
east to Victoria 12 years ago, 
Garraghan’s average sea-shift 
is 12 hours daily. 

On Christmas Day and at 
New Year’s he worked a full 
18 hours. 

He would rather cook at sea 
tfyan on land because on terra 
firma, “well, you don’t know 
your guests.” 

“If you put your back into 
it, you can do it,” Garraghan 
says t about cooking with 
“fridge doors flying open and 
stuff falling out.” 

The chef’s specialty is cur¬ 
ried chicken, the recipe for 
which he refuses to divulge. 

Sudbury II was in Port Al¬ 


berni when she went to rescue 
the Corinna, Christmas Eve. 

The Liberian freighter had 
been dead in the water since 
Dec. 18 in the stormy Gulf o i 
Alaska. 

Captain Jung-Wen, 36, of 
the Ccrinna, and his 40-men 
crew were stranded helplessly 
when the boilers in the 
510-foot vessel quit about 1,200 
miles northwest of Vancouver 
Island. 

The Corinna was towed into 
Vancouver Monday night by 
Sudhury II where her cargo of 
223 Datsun automobiles were 
found to be undamaged de¬ 
spite the 19-day ordeal in the 
Pacific. 

The Sudbury, owned by Sea- 
span International Ltd. is one 
of the most powerful tugs in 
the world. Among the ships it 
has rescued are The Atlantic 
Sun, Elli, Olympic Palms, 
Tainan, Lefkipos and Van

Mountain are tired, but not 
loo tired to fight the govern¬ 
ment. 

For more than 12 years, 
they have invested tens of 
thousands of volunteer hours 
into making Green Mountain 
a.prime ski area. 

They have done so with 
what they claim is virtually 
no help from the provincial 
government. 

Now the government has 
plans to establish a new ski 
area just southwest of Lady¬ 
smith. and the Green Moun¬ 
tain volunteers feel slighted. 

!Seed hclit 

“We need help from the 
government, but for some 
reason or other, the govern¬ 
ment doesn't want to help 
us,” Bruno Clozza, one of the 
10 directors of the Snow Bird 
Ski Club, said in an interview 
this week. 

•We don’t even want help 
with the operation of our fa¬ 
cilities,” he said, adding that 
their problem was the dif¬ 
ficult access. 

Green Mountain is about 35 
miles soutInvest of Nanaimo. 
The road to the foot of the 
1,808-foot mountain is paved 
and generally in good condi¬ 
tion. 

The problem is a logging 
road winding its way for 
about five miles uphill to the

Bad road 

The road is usually so bad 
that only four-wheel driven 
vehicles can attempt the 
climb. 

The annual snowfall on 
Green Mountain exceeds 15 
feet in most years, and has 
reached more than 20 feet in 
some winters. 

As a result, the ski club 
spends most of its funds on 
keeping the road clear after 
every snowfall. 

“All we need is a good 
road,"" said Jim Jackson of 
Nanaimo, another director. 

“We get $7,000 a year from 
the government towards the 
cost of clearing the road, but 
that barely covers half of 
what we have to pay a con¬ 
tractor." Jackson added. 

Millions 

Building a good road up the 
mountain, he estimated, 
would probably cost $200,000, 
hut he added that would be a 
fraction only of the cost the 
government was facing if it 
establishes a new ski area 
near Ladysmith. 

“It’ll cost millions to do 
that and we think it would be 
only fair if the government 
could provide us with a de¬ 
cent road,” Jackson said. 

David Pattie, another direc¬ 
tor. also of Nanaimo, said the 
club could keep the present 
road in fair shape if the gov¬ 
ernment paid a minimum of 
$25,000 a year toward the 
upkeep. 

Better snow 

All three claimed that 
Green Mountain ^has better 
snow and has show longer 
than any site near Ladysmith. 

’’“Last year, we opened in 
mid-November and skied until 
the end of May,” said Pattie

Inquiry wanted

Own food 

The Snow Bird Ski Cluh 
operates an overnight lodge 
with sleeping accommodation 
for about 60 people. 

Skiers take their own food 
which is cooked in the com¬ 
munity kitchen 
A separate group called the 
Snow Bird Lift Society 
operates two T-bar lifts — one 
2,345 feet, the other 1.500 feet 
long. It also maintains a day 
lodge which provides inexpen¬ 
sive meals and accommo¬ 
dates a ski shop where skiers 
can rent equipment. 

Construction of the lifts was 
financed through the sale of 
debentures in denominations 
of between $100 and $1,500. 

Debenture holders are en¬ 
titled lo a 1 -eduction in the ski 
lift fee. or even free use of the 
lifts in the case of those hold¬ 
ing $1,500 debentures. 

Jackson said the 2,300-foot 
lift worth $45,000 was installed 
in 1969. Cost of the actual in¬ 
stallation was a mere $3,000 
because it was all done by 
volunteers. 

“If we had contracted the 
job out, it would have added 
another $40,000 to the bill.” 
Jackson said. 

Enthusiasm 

“So much enthusiasm and 
dedication deserves a little 
more support from the provin¬ 
cial government," Clozza con¬ 
tended. 

“And we’re going to fight 
the government if necessary 
to get that support we de¬ 
serve,” he added. 

What about Green Moun¬ 
tain’s capacity? 

Mary-Anne Schiel, w r to 
operates the ski shop, said 
Green Mountain has an unlim¬ 
ited capacity. 

Now- the average is a tout 
300 skiers a day. To operate 
all facilities at maximum ca¬ 
pacity, 800 skiers should be on 
Green Mountain a day, she 
said. 

But there would be enough 
room on the 585-acre ski 
range to build additional facil¬ 
ities, including lifts and 
lodges, to accommodate 1,500 
a day. she said.

Employed by Canada Man¬ 
power as an outreach worker 
in job placement for 13 Indian 
bands, Mrs. Joseph said she 
had persuaded four of five 
secondary school girls who 
dropped out last year to re¬ 
turn this year. 

"One or two of the teacheis 
would call the girls ‘squaws.’’ 
Mrs. Joseph said. “This 
rubs off on the hon-Indian kids 
in the schools." 

When children fight in 
school, it is the Indian comba¬ 
tant who is expelled, she saitf. 

Mrs. Joseph said at a meet¬ 
ing of nearly 100 Indian stu¬ 
dents who form the Albemi 
Valley Student Council that 
many students said they 
would prefer to attend a 
school with a majority of In¬ 
dian students. 

She said a return to a segre¬ 
gated school would give the 
students "a relaxed place to 
concentrate on what they 
want to learn rather than a 
place where they experience 
humiliation by students and 
teachers." 

Some students object to the 
teaching of French, which 
they feel is useless, and want 
instruction in their native 
West Coast dialect, she said. 


Recently the attitude of 
school officials toward fights 
between Indians and non-In¬ 
dians has changed, she said. 
Three non-Indian boys were 
expelled from school after 
beating an Indian youth and 
chasing Mrs. Joseph’s son. 

In addition to her three 
school-age children, Mrs. Jo¬ 
seph has two daughters who 
dropped out of school. 

"I hate to say it, but it was 
outright discrimination on the 
part of one teacher that 
caused them to run away 
from school. They ran away 
three times and I couldn’t get 
them to go back."

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NORTH BAY, Ont. (CP) — At least seven per¬ 
sons were killed, eight were in hospital and three were 
unaccounted for Wednesday in'an explosion and fire 
at a downtown office building. 

Police said the toll did not include patients who 
might have been in the four medical offices in the 
building. t 

Working frantically, police and passers-by clawed 
at the rubble and rescued six survivors in the short 
time between the explosion and the ensuing flames. 

Police said a gas-company crew was working at the 
rear of the building at the time of the blast but could 
not confirm that the accident was caused by gas. 

The blast in the two-storey building shattered 
window's in city hall across the street and could be 
heard three blocks away. Flames from the ensuing 
fire reached four storeys high, witnesses said. 

All buildings — including a 200-resident senior 
citizen home — within a block of the blast were 
evacuated. 

The downtown district was without electric power 
following the explosion. 

Six of the 13 injured were 
treated and releasecL^l^ht 
remained in satisfactory con¬ 
dition in hospital suffering 
from bums, cuts and frac¬ 
tures. 

The two-storey structure 
was reduced to a pile of con¬ 
crete blocks, witnesses said. 

Ernie Corbeil. an optical 
technician in the building, 
said he saw a natural gas 
company crew working on a 
gas line behind the building 
shortly before the explosion. 

He said he pointed out the 
work crew to optometrist Jim 
Cobean who said: "They 
shouldn’t be doing that." The 
explosion followed. 

Cobean is one of the miss¬ 
ing. 

"They were drilling and 
there was a bang," Corbeil 
said. 

An emergency call for blood 
for the injured was broadcast.

This is what the people of 
Nootka Island near Tahsis 
think of Randolph Bruce Jo- 
hanson, 37, who was one of 
Canada’s most wanted men 
from his escape in early 1972 
until his recapture last No¬ 
vember: 

"You are still our ‘oldest 
son.’ We trust you with our 
lives ... the girls (aged 9 and 
7) love you very much." 

"He was always a gentle¬ 
man. He will always have em¬ 
ployment with me ... he will 
always be welcome in our 
home." 


"We plan to be married 
when he gets out. I have great 
faith in him." 

"This is quite a shock to me 
... he never missed a shift 
... he used to help the kids 
with their fishing lines . . . 
he never even swore in the 
presence of my wife and 
kids.” 

A couple who became 
friends of Johanson’s as he 
found a new life during 2Mr 
years of freedom travelled to 
Victoria Provincial Court 
from Chemainus Wednesday 
to testify for him w'hile de¬ 


fence lawyer David Lisson 
read letters from eight other 
friends into the record. 

He also read a statement by 
Johanson about a life from 
which “I w’as tired of run¬ 
ning” but the sentence which 
Judge William Ostler was to 
have imposed on seven 
charges had to be delayed for 
legal reasons. 

Johanson, whose record 
dates back to 1953 and in¬ 
cludes J8 Convictions, was 
serving four years for posses¬ 
sion of known stolen property 
when he and two other men 


escaped April 8, 1972, from 
the William Head institution. 
He was due for release May 4, 
1974. 

The three men stole a boat 
at Pedder Bay and abandoned 
it three days later at Port 
Coquitlam, where they broke 
into a cabin and stole clothing 
and other items. 

Later in 1972, Johanson 
stole eight rifles and ammuni¬ 
tion from a Campbell River 
store and a boat at New West¬ 
minster. A shooting incident 
with Vancouver police in May 


of that year put his name on 
Canada’s most wanted list. 

It stayed there until Nov. 
19, 1974, when Johanson wag 
arrested in a friend’s home at 
Shawnigan Lake. He was 
charged with possession of a 
weapon and marijuana when 
arrested and with escape, 
theft of the two b->ats, the 
oabin items and the rifles. 

Johanson pleaded guilty 
Dec. 18 and sentence was.set 
for Wednesday but was de¬ 
layed for two reasons — the 
escaping charge was not 
signed prooerly and will have 


t> be laid again, and Ostler 
asked prosecutor C. W. Vause 
to find out what happened to 
the other two men. 

Logger Charles Everts and

A special loan-based mobili¬ 
ty program was devised by 
Canada Manpower in 1965 to 
help out-of-work Canadians 
move around the country in 
search of jobs. 

The program changed to one 
based on grants in 1968 and 
Yearwood says the past cou¬ 
ple of months have seen “the 
first major use of the pro¬ 
gram” as far as Victoria is 
concerned. 

Manpower pays travel costs 
and five-day room-and-board 
allowance and Yearwood fore¬ 
casts greater use of the pro¬ 
gram in the new year with un¬ 
employed Victorians going 
farther afield, perhaps to the 
Prairies, in search of work. 

The B.C. human resources 
department also has a pro¬ 
gram to send welfare recipi¬ 
ents to jobs in Alberta but a 
Victoria spokesman said he 
had “no idea” of the number 
of those moved this winter. 

Actual unemployment in 
B.C. was running at 7.3 per 
cent according to November, 
1974, Statistics Canada fig¬ 
ures. 

This figure is based on a 
survey of 4,000 households in 
the province. 

The number of provincial 
unemployed has been estimat¬ 
ed this month at 100,000 by 
Dr. Roslyn Kunin, a UIC 
economist. 

An estimate of the total 
B.C. work force is 1.07 mil¬ 
lion, according to Statistics 
Canada September, 1974 fig¬ 
ures.

Ley hps been staging a 
one-man protest against the 
controversial Mineral Royal¬ 
ties Act (Bill 31) at the legis¬ 
lative buildings since Jordan 
River Mine closed late last 
year. 

Miners in the Western 
Mines local “do not agree 
that the effects of Bill 31 


closed Jordan River,’’ Hussey 
said. 

“The mine has been closed 
five times in the recent past 
• — before the NDP ever came 
to power.” 

Hussey also questioned 
Levy’s claim that support of 
Bill 31 by the Steelworkers’ 
union was never endorsed by 
the rank-and-file members of 
the union. 

“I can only say that the 
members of our local voted 
on three separate occasions to 
support Bill 31 and, contrary 
to what Mr. Levy says, the 
Steelworkers’ Mining Confer¬ 
ence in Kamloops (which also 
endorsed the bill) was attend¬ 
ed by many union members 
other than local presidents,” 
he said. 

“All B.C. miners are hurt 
when any mining operation 
shuts down and our members' 
want to see everything possi¬ 
ble done to keep bread on the 
table of those that are out of 
work. 

“In this case it is manage¬ 
ment practices, not the gov¬ 
ernment or the union, that are 
to blame for the shutdown.”

McQueen said that although 
the study is just beginning, it 
will probably recommend two 
health care centres (Royal 
Jubilee and Victoria General 
Hospitals) in their present lo¬ 
cations. “although their roles 
could change.” 

In the first phase of the 
study, the consultants will ex¬ 
amine present roles all area 
hospitals — except Lady 
Minto Hospital on Salt Spring 
Island — and consider what 
roles they should have in the 
future. 

By mid-March, McQueen 
said, the commission will be 
told what roles they have 
suggested and if the recom¬ 
mendations are. accepted, 
they will immediately begin a 
master program w'hich will 
determine what each hospital 
will need to meet its newly-as¬ 
signed role. 

Although they will not hold 
public meetings during the 
study — McQueen said they 
have been tried in other areas 
and "aren’t very productive” 
— the consultants will accept 
briefs from the general pub¬ 
lic. 


He said that being told be¬ 
fore starting the study to plan 
tor new hospital facilities that 
a new hospital wing will be 
built, regardless of what the 
study recommends, “bothers 
us,” although Agnew, Peck¬ 
ham has agreed to prepare a 
functional plan for the wing. 
A functional plan is one of the 
prerequisites for construction. 

However, McQueen said, 
they will not prepare the 
Saanich Peninsula functional 
plan until they have complet¬ 
ed the first phase of their re¬ 
port. 

“I don’t think we’d fly in 
the face of it (the board’s pol¬ 
icy to add the wing) because 
we have been told that it is a 
given, but we might suggest 
that it be smaller with 
broader out-patient services, 
or it cbuld be larger,” he 
said. 

Even with acute-care beds 
at Mount Newton, there is a 
"fair potential” for building a 
new hospital in the area, 
McQueen said.^ 

B.C. Hospital Insurance 
Service now admits, he said, 
that there is a shortage of 125 
acute beds in the region 
which is being accentuated by 
the backlog of people waiting 
for admission to extended 
care facilities who are now 
occupying-acute-care beds. 

He said the need for a new 
hospital will be examined in 
the report’s first phase, which 
should be completed by mid- 
March. 


Safety-building 
study pledged

Noise bylaws blatant confusion

It isn’t easy for Greater Victoria contrac¬ 
tors to live with the noise bylaws of seven 
municipalities. 

The municipalities appear to be in com¬ 
plete agreement as to what constitutes noise. 

In most of the bylaws, noise is that which 
“disturbs the quiet, peace, comfort, rest, and 
enjoyment” of residents. 

Such disturbances, according to most 
bylaw definitions, may emanate from “ex¬ 
cavations, the operation of machines, the 
construction, reconstruction, or alteration of 
buildings.” 

Since these activities are unavoidable in 


municipalities other than ghost towns, it is 
reasonable to assume that noise resulting 
from such activities is permitted only during 
certain hours of the day. 

Enter, trouble. 

It seems that each municipality has a dif¬ 
ferent view of when noise is most undesir¬ 
able and, consequently, the hours during 
which construction noise is permitted, vary 
sharply. 

In six of the seven municipalities sur¬ 
veyed, only two had the same specification of 
when noise is allowed namely none at all. 

Both Oak Bay and Sidney expect construc¬ 
tion workers not to be noisy at unreasonable 
hours. Both municipalities will act. if com¬ 


plaints are received from residents whose 
peace and comfort is disturbed. 

When the Oak Bay Manor was built sever¬ 
al years ago, workers started at 7 a.m. The 
municipality, following some complaints, 
made them “wait until 8 or 8:30,” according 
to a spokesman in the clerks’ office. 

In Victoria, construction noise is permit¬ 
ted only between 8 a.m. and 8 p.m. 

A request by the Construction Association 
of Victoria for a one-hour earlier starting 
time was re jected this week by city council’s 
public works committee. 

Esquimau, on the other hand, permits the 
disturbance of its residents by construction 
noise between 7 a.m. and 6 p.m. 


In Saanich, workers can hammer away 
from 7 a.m. until 10 p.m., while North Saan¬ 
ich restricts noise to the hours from 6 a.m. 
and 8 p.m. 

Most of the bylaws specify a number of 
exemptions from what is considered noise. 

The most interesting ones are listed in the 
Sidney bylaw which says that “bells for 
church services and noise made by workers 
of the town” are exempt from the provisions 
of the bylaw. 

The only grey area is Central Saanich. At¬ 
tempts to reach the municipal office by tele¬ 
phone were foiled for hours by busy signals. 

Perhaps too many people were phoning 
the municipality to complain about noise. 


Strike close 


by trades , 
labor groups 


A strike by the city of Vic¬ 
toria’s 280 tradesmen and la¬ 
borers some time aft^r Jan. 
21 appears to be “almost cer¬ 
tain,” their union spokesman 
said late Wednesday. 

Jim Walker, president of 
Local 50 of the Canadian 
Union of Public Employees, 
said a strike seemed inevita¬ 
ble in view of the failure of a 
mediation session earlier 
Wednesday and of a state¬ 
ment issued by the Regional 
Bargaining Group the same 
day. 

He said the union, which 
represents Victoria’s outside 
workers, could not legally 
strike until provincially-ap- 
pointed mediator Clark Gil- 
mour withdraws from the dis¬ 
pute and files his report with 
Labor Minister William King. 

But CUPE expects that re¬ 
port to be filed by Jan. 21 
Walker added, and unless the 
city’s negotiators’ attitude 
changes before then, a strike 
was very likely. 

The union served 72-hour 
strike notice on city hall Jan. 
2 . 

The Regional Bargaining 
Groilp — representing Vic¬ 
toria, four area municipal¬ 
ities, the Capital Region 
Board and the Greater Vic¬ 
toria school board in negotia¬ 
tions with seven CUPE locals 
met Wednesday morning to 
draft a prepared statement. 

“The local taxpayers’ pock¬ 
et is not bottomless,” that re¬ 
lease said, in part. 

While recognizing that “in¬ 
flation has eroded buying 
power since the last contracts 
were signed,” the statement 
added “some plain words 
must be said. Massive pay 
raises only speed inflation and 
are ultimately self-defeating. 
An economic recession is not 
time to seek major gains. 

“In the past five years, sa¬ 
laries and benefits paid by 
our local governments have 
risen by more than 60 per 
cent , while the Canadian con¬ 
sumer price index rose by 34 
per cent.” 

Bearing this in mind, the 
statement went on members 
of the RBG have offered “vir¬ 
tually every employee a 1975 
raise of at least 15.76 per 
cent.” 

Some employees, it said, 
had been offered as much as 
34 per cent. 

The release described the 
offer as fair and just, but 
added “just treatment must 
be accorded the taxpayer 
also.” 

The references to the plight 
of the taxpayer in the release 
angered Walker, wfoo snap¬ 
ped: “Why should civic em¬ 
ployees be asked to subsidize 
the taxpayer? 

“WTiy should we accept 
lower wages just because we 
work for the city? There 
never seems to be any short¬ 
age of money when it comes 
to raises for management. . . 
just when we ask for them.” 


He said the union and the 
city were poles apart on 
wages, particularly as the city 
refused to offer a contract for 
more than one year and re- < 
fused to consider inclusion of * 
a cost-of-living adjustment 
clause in that contract. 

In Sidney, Aid. Peter Mal¬ 
colm said Wednesday that 
wage talks between the town 
and CUPE Local 374 that af¬ 
ternoon had proved unsatis¬ 
factory and the union had in¬ 
dicated it would likely seek 
the services of a mediation of¬ 
ficer today. 

Truckers 
briefed 
on talks 

More than 1,000 striking 
members of Teamsters Union 
Local 31 were meeting with 
their executive officers in' 
Vancouver late Wednesday 
night, presumably to be 
briefed on latest develop¬ 
ments in their dispute with 
Johnston Terminals Ltd. 

Although Teamsters’ of¬ 
ficials could not be reached 
for comment, it is known they 
met with Johnston manage¬ 
ment representatives and 
officials of the provincial 
Labor Relations Board earlier 
in the day to discuss the wild¬ 
cat strike by the workers. 

Union members on Van¬ 
couver Island and the Lower 
Mainland have voted to stay 
off the .job to protest the sus¬ 
pension last week of a Nanai¬ 
mo driver and a Port Albemi 
driver who had refused to 
work overtime. 

The wildcat strike has 
closed down Johnston’s opera¬ 
tions since Friday, when 1,000 
workers on the mainland 
walked off the .job in support 
of more than 200 workers on 
Vancouver Island, who began 
striking Dec. 31." 

The union has been seeking 
mid-contfact cost-of-living 
pay adjustments from John- 
stoh, B.C.’s largest truck car¬ 
tage firm, and 88 other truck¬ 
ing companies since early De¬ 
cember. 

Drivers for many of the 
companies have been conduct¬ 
ing a work-to-rule campaign, 
which includes an overtime 
ban, in support of the de¬ 
mands. 

Johnston Terminals pres¬ 
ident James Methven, mean¬ 
while, denied Wednesday that 
he had ever threatened to li¬ 
quidate the company if the 
.workers did not return to 
their .jobs. 

Ed Zimmerman, Local 31 
secretary-treasurer, had said 
Tuesday Methven made the 
threat Friday. 


Campbell heads 
regional board 


Outer Gulf Islands director 
James Campbell was re-elect¬ 
ed Wednesday as chairman of 
the Capital Region Board in a 
contest against Victoria direc¬ 
tor Alf Hood, sparked by the 
board’s $7 million 1975 provi¬ 
sional budget. 

Voting among the directors 
was secret. 

Hood, who was in turn ap- 
I>ointed acting-chairman by 
Campbell, said he decided to 
run because he believed the 
board’s budget needed careful 
scrutiny of priorities in this 
inflationary period. 

Saanich director Mayor Ed 
Lum surprised some ob¬ 
servers by nominating Hood. 
ljum later said he felt it was 
a time for change and that 
Saanich “wanted to see a 
man with a little more control 
over expenditures.” 

He said the budget under 
Hood would have “undergone 
stiff paring.” As the provi¬ 
sional budget now stands, 
Saanich’s contribution would 
be up almost 5240,000, Lum 
said. 

In his brief acceptance 
speech, Campbell said he had 
always spoken his mind — 
which Lum later said bor¬ 
dered on being dictatorial, cit¬ 
ing his advocacy of the re¬ 
gional plan.

But Campbell said he hoped 
the conflicts of the past year 
would be resol ved in 1975. 

He said an increased plan¬ 
ning staff provided for in the 
provisional budget was '“nec¬ 
essary if municipalities like 
Saanich are to .get a fair 
shake in the future.*' 

Esquimau director Mayor 
Art Young was returned by 
acclamation as regional hos¬ 
pital board chairman.
